Alleged Pay-Offs. 

Rogers was reported to have 
told investigators at length about 
alleged pay-offs to certain mem- 
bers of the East St. Louis police 
department. 

“There is @ vague rumor we 
have picked up from several 
sources that Rogers drowned 
somewhere in Arkansas, but we 
haven't been able to get any 
facts to support this report,” 
Hoban said, 

“Other than that, we have no 
indication of foul play,’’ Hoban 
said. |

RATE ASSAILED 


Cabinet Committee 
Says Ability to Fight 
Inflation ‘Has Been 
Weakened. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 24 (UPT) 
—A cabinet committee said to- 
day the 414 per cent interest rate 
ceiling on Treasury bonds which 
Congress refused to raise is 
weakening the government's 
ability to fight inflation. 

The committee, headed by Vice 
President Richard M. Nixon, 
said the ceiling plus the big 
budget deficit in the last fiscal 
year have thrown too much of 
the anti-inflation burden on gov- 
ernment in its efforts to restrain 
credit expansion. 

The committee made the state- 
ment in the third of a series of 
papers on problems of the na- 
tion’s economic growth and price 
stability. The chief topic was 
how to manage the federal 
budget, the huge national debt, 
and credit supply to promote 
economic growth without infla- 
tion. 

Other committee members in- 
clude the Secretaries of the 
Treasury, Commerce, Agricul- 
ture, Labor and the Postmaster 
General, the chairman. of the 

ncil of Economic Advisers 
and W. Allen Wallis, executive 
vice chairman of the group. 

The 444 per cent interest ceil- 
_ing applies to new sales of Treas- 
ury bonds maturing in five years 
or more. The Administration, 
pointing out that long-term inter- 
est rates exceed 4% per cent, 
asked Congress this year to lift 
the ceiling to permit the Treas- 
ury to do some long-term bor- 
| rowing. 
| Congress refused. It did grant 
another request to let the Treas- 
ury boost from 3% to #4 per 
cent the interest rate on savings 
| bonds. 

Selling only short-term securi- 
ties, the Treasury has argued, is 
inflationary because banks can 
buy them with newly created 
credit. Banks prefer short-term 
loans. )

Prof. Steinbicker Urges 
Representative Gov- 
ernment for Area to 
Solve Community- 
Wide Problems. 


Progress demands a favorable 
vote Nov. 3 on the Metropolitan 
District Plan for city-county co- 
ordination, Paul A. Steinbicker, 
professor of political science at 
St. Louis University, said yester- 
day. 

Steinbicker, a co-director of | 
the St. Louis Metropolitan Sur- | 
vey which suggested a district 


plan for the area, spoke at a 


meeting at the county headquar- | 


ters of the City-County Partner- | 
ship Committee, 8005 Forsyth | 
boulevard, Clayton. 

“To the present time,’’ he 
said, ‘‘this great community has 
no single representative govern- 
ment to represent all of its citi- 
zens and to work out problems 
which are community-wide. 

“The greatest advantage of 
the district plan is that it fills 
the vacuum in a most dramatic 
way. Following the uniquely 
American principle of federal- | 
ism, it assigns to the govern- 
ment of the metropolitan area 
only those functions which are 
truly area-wide in scope, leaving 
to each of the existing units 
within the area governmental 
functions which properly con- 
cern only the local residents.” 

Maximum Turnout. 


William F. James, general 
chairman of the Partnership 
Committee seeking passage of 
the plan, urged 20,000 volunteers 
to work for a maximum turn- 
out at the polls at the special | 
elections in the city and county. 
Separate majority votes in the 
city and in the county are nec- 
essary for passage. 

“This is one of the most im- | 
portant elections ever held in 
the history of the area,”” James 
said. ““The success of the volun- 
teers in reaching the voters may 
well determine the outcome.” 

Noting that an estimated 300,- 
000 persons had attended meet- 
ings at which proponents of the 
plan analyzed it, he said: “We 
have confidence in the good 
judgment of the voters. We be- 
lieve they recognize they are | 
faced with the clear choice of | 
adopting the district plan or do- 
ing nothing about the urgent 
problems of the area.” 

Girard C. Varnum, president 
of the St. Louis County Chamber 
of Commerce, said the plan of- |

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A measure to prohibit racial | 
or religious discrimination in 
places of public accommodation | 
will be reintroduced into the 
Board of Aldermen next month, 
DeWitte T. Lawson, chairman of 
the board’s Committee on Legis-

The bill recommended by the | 
city’s Council on Human Rela- | 
tions, has failed to obtain the 15 
votes necessary for passage sev- 
eral times in recent years. Last 
spring, proponents of the meas- 
ure were able to muster 13 votes. 

Introduction of the measure 
this year was delayed because of | 
other controversial matters fac- | 
ing the voters, the Post-Dispatch | 
was told by other advocates of | 
the bill. | 

First of these was the success- | 
ful charter amendment proposal 
to increase the earnings tax rate 
from one half of one per cent 
to one per cent. Another was the | 
election of school board mem- | 
bers. A third is the election Nov. | 
3 on a proposed district plan for | 
city-county governmental co-op- 
eration. : 

Two Separate Matters. 

“The public accommodations | 
bill and the district plan are 
two separate matters,” Lawson | 
stated. “One should not be con- 
fused with the other.” | 

There are other reasons for 
not having introduced the meas- | 
ure earlier, other proponents of | 
the bill said. The proponents | 
still need two more votes in the | 
Board of Aldermen, because ad- 
vocates have been unable to con- 
vince opponents to change posi- 
tions.

Union Challenges ak Nad ot Emergency Provisions 


USW Contends Courts 
Can Only Decide Legal 
Controversies and Not 
Create Rights’ Duties. 


PRECEDENT IS | 
ON SIDE OF U.S. 


No Lower Tribunal 
Ever Has Refused an 
Injunction on Prevail- 
ing Grounds.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 24. 

NATIONAL ATTENTION WAS focused 
today on Pittsburgh and Philadelphia. At 
Pittsburgh, negotiations were resumed in 
the 102-day-old steel strike. At Philadelphia 
the Federal Court of Appeals panel is pon- 
dering what could be a fateful decision on 
the validity of the national emergency pro- 
visions of the Taft-Hartley law. 

Counsel for the striking United Steel 
Workers Union has presented the court 
with the sternest challenge made to the 
constitutionality of the statute, a test which 
the United States Supreme Court will be 
called upon eventually to decide. 

In the statute’s 12 years on the books, it 
has been the object of vigorous denuncia- 
tion by union leaders as a “slave labor” 


‘ act which puts the Government on the side 


of employers in major disputes and which 
has generated stormy debate in the Con- 
gress when proposals to put more teeth in 
it have been advanced. 


But the vigor of the current legal attack 
on the national emergency provisions of the 
law as affronting the constitutional provi- 
sions setting forth the functions of Federal 
courts is unique. It is the union’s contention 
that Federal ¢ourts are authorized only to 


decide il -Gontroversies, not to. create 
ri or Guties of parties. Creating rights 
or pbligat } a legislative or adminis- 


ae fesponsipility, the union contends, 
may not be delegated to the 
judiciary. . 


The union argues that it has violated. no 
law in carrying on the steel strike, which 
brings the union into controversy with the 
Government and, therefore, properly before 
the Federal! judiciary, subject to injunctive 
or whatever other relief the court may 
decide to grant. 


It claims, therefore, that the appeals 
court should upset the 80-day injunction is- 
sued Wednesday by district court Judge 
Herbert P. Sorg, at Pittsburgh, aimed at 
forcing the 540,000 steel strikers back to the 
mills. 


The dispute in which the union is in- 
volved, its counsel claims, is an economic 
fight with the steel companies, and not a 
legal controversy with which the Federal 
courts should concern themselves. 


It makes no legal sense, the union argues, 
that it can be brought into Federal court 
by the Government to answer for an act 
which was legal when the court action com- 
menced, which becomes ‘illegal only after 
an injunction is issued against it and which 


- becomes legal again at the expiration of 


the injunction. 

As Arthur J. Goldberg, chief counsel for 
the union, stated’ the constitutional ques- 
tion, the essence of the issue is “whether 
under the (Taft-Hartley) act, district courts 
are given the function of enforcing a duty 
or, on the other hand, of creating a duty.” 


“THE JUDICIAL PROCESS is a process 
of judging,” he contended. “This implies 
that there are parties in the case before it 
who have, or who may have, opposing con- 
tentions as to what their respective rights 
and duties under the law are. 


“‘But in no case has a constitutional court 
the right to create a duty. Certainly such 
a court does not have power to issue an in- 

ve order, where it is not claimed that 
the defendant has in any way committed a 
wrong; or that he is likely to do so in the 
future, For if it did so, it would not be

in similar circumstances, refused to review 
the case until it had been acted on by the 
Second Circuit Court of Appeals. In this 
court, the union was overruled. -But the 
decision did not come down until the sev- 
enty-ninth day of the 80-day injunction. 
Hence, within a matter of hours, the in- 
junction expired under the law, the issue 
became moot and there was no dispute to 
carry to the high tribunal for adjudication. 


THE GOVERNMENT, through George C. 
Doub, assistant rney general in charge 
of the Justice Dipertments civil division, 
ignored the constitutional objections raised 
by the union in the hearing before Judge 


But when the union appeal was heard by 
the circuit court panel the following day, 
Doub was subject to pointed questioning 
on the Government's views on whether the 
constitutional question was properly raised. 


He took the position that the steel 
strike, and its toll in terms of unemploy- 
ment and sharply curtailed production of 
a vital commodity such as steel, was a 
severe blow to the economy and the na- 
tional defense and, therefore, enjoinable. 
He said the steel strike was no longer a 
private dispute between the companies 
and the union. 


Doub argued that the theory of the Taft- 
Hartley statute to protect the public and 
the economy from irreparable damage re- 
sulting from a nation-wide work stoppage 
in a major industry was the best answer to 
allegations of unconstitutionality of the 
law’s injunction provisions. 


He relied heavily on the Second Circuit 
Division's ruling in the American Locomo- 
tive case, which stated in part that: 


“The prohibition of strikes or lockouts 
under given circumstances implies that 
they are, under such circumstances, an in- 
vasion of the rights of the public. Whether 
it is the duty of the court to grant an 
injunction depends upon the findings of fact 
to be made by the court (as to peril to 
national health and safety) as the statute 
requires. The statute creates the right on 
the part of the public to be protected from 
the danger of such a strike or lockout. 
Whether there is an existing or threatened 
strike or lockout which, under the statute, 
.is an invasion of the rights of the public, 


presents the usual kind of case or contro- 
versy which is justifiable by a court.” 


AS FOR THE UNION’S contention that it 
had committed no illegal acts for which it 
was liable in Federal court, Doub argued 
that the strikers’ conduct became “wrong- 
ful’’ when it imperiled the national health 
and safety. He asserted that the law as- 
signed to the courts the duty of determining 
when that point had been reached and to 
use their injunctive powers to prevent 
further damage. Moreover, he said, the 


philosophy of the law imposes obligations 


on unions to. engage in no actions harming 
the public. 

The constitutional question tends to 
overshadow another important aspect of 
the legal battle. This involves the union’s 
contention that the statute temporarily 
proscribes only those strikes imperiling 
the national health and safety and does 
not relate to stoppages which harm the 
economy or cause inconvenience and, 
thus, are against the national “interest.” 


The union’s claim that the language of 
the act contemplated, as far as national 
“health” was concerned, strikes which 
would cut off fuel, light, transportation, 
food, heat and the like. The union attor- 
neys construe “‘national safety’’ as meaning 
national defense which, they assert, is not 
affected by the steel strike. 


It is their view that a strike which halts 
production of Cadillacs, for example, or the 
building of an officers’ club at a missile 
base threatens neither the national health 
nor safety. 

The precedent-shattering speed with 
which the Court of Appeals took up the 
case after the injunction was issued along 
with its extension of the back-to-work order 
was a source of encouragement to union 
attorneys. So was the line of questioning by 
the judges in the four-hour hearing in a 
packed courtroom at Philadelphia. 

The three-member panel which heard the 
steel case is composed of Chief Judge John 
Biggs and Judges Herbert F. Goodrich and 
William H. Hastie. 


THE SEVEN-MEMBER bench in the 
Third Circuit is what legal experts call a 
“good court” and its panels are highly 
respected by lawyers. 

Court aids say it has the reputation of 
not being reluctant to “dump” the Govern- 


ment, if that is what the circumstances 
call for. It is noted for not granting stays 
of its own orders pending appeal to the 
Supreme Court. 


Lawyers familiar with the Supreme 
Court say that decisiqns in the Third Cir- 
cuit enjoy extraordinary standing with 
the high tribunal because of the quality 
of its judges. The Supreme Court rarely 
reverses the court and accepts for review 
only one of about 20 appeals from its 
rulings. 

The three judges in the steel case all are 
graduates of Harvard Law School. 


Chief Judge Biggs, a graduate of Prince- 
ton University, was appointed by President 
Roosevelt in 1937, when he was only 43. 
He is a former chairman of the Delaware 
state Democratic committee. 


JUDGE GOODRICH was named by 
Roosevelt in 1940. He is a Democrat and a 
former dean of the University of Pennsyl- 
vania law school. The son of a Minnesota 
druggist, he was graduated from Carleton 
College there. 


Judge Hastie, 44, is a native of Knoxville, 
Tenn. He was named to the appellate bench 
by President Truman in October, 1949. He 
had served as an assistant solicitor in the 
Interior Department, as a district court 
judge in the Virgin Islands and was gover- 
nor of the Virgin Islands at the time of his 
appointment. He is the first Negro to serve 
on the circuit court. He formerly was dean 
on the Howard University Law School in 
Washington. He is a graduate of Amherst 
College. 

Judge Biggs was largely responsible for 
optimism on the part of some _ union 
attorneys that attack on the constitutional 
aspects of the Taft-Hartley procedures may 
have had an impact. 

At one point, the chief judge remarked, 
“if the court issues an order that makes 
conduct wrong and then enjoins it, that is 
a somewhat new concept of law.”’ 

At another point, Doub asserted that Con- 
gress intended to lump damage to the 
national “interest” with ‘national health 
and safety’ as enjoinable. 

This drew from Judge Biggs the rejoinder 
that the court was not Congress. 

“We are here to construe a statute,” 
Judge Biggs said, “not to improve on it. 
If Congress did not see fit to do the job, 
we cannot do it for them.”

New ‘Buy American’ Program Points Up Disagree- 
ment Between Treasury and State Departments, 
With the First Round Going to Secretary Ander- 
son—Dillon Expected to Take Lead in Fight.

by the Development Loan Fund lies a struggle between the Department 
of State and the Treasury on the proper function of foreign aid. 


State Department officials regard foreign 
aid as an instrument of foreign policy, 
designed to help underdeveloped countries 
realize their own industrial capabilities as 
efficiently as possible. 


Treasury officials want to use foreign aid 
to stimulate American exports and offset 
the present outflow of dollars. 


Secretary of the Treasury Robert B. 
Anderson won the first round with the Loan 
Fund’s announcement that it would place 
“primary emphasis on the financing of 
goods and services of United States origin.” 


The new policy was announced by vance 
Brand, managing director of the Develop- 
ment Loan Fund. He said it was adopted 
“in view of the growth in the economic 
strength of the industrialized countries of 
the free world and their steadily increasing 
ability to assist the less developed coun- 
tries, and taking into account the changes 
which have taken place in the world pay- 
ments situation.” 

The next test of strength will come over 
the International Co-operation Administra- 
tion, major arm of the mutual security pro- 
gram. Anderson is trying to extend the 
“buy American” policy to ICA. State De- 
partment officials are awaiting the return 
of Under Secretary C. Douglas Dillon Nov. 
4 from the Far East in the hope that he 
will lead the opposition. 


ICA officials were caught at a disadvan- 
tage by the announcement. Not only was 
Dillon out of the country, but James W. 
Riddleberger, the ICA director, was ill. 


THE QUESTION AROSE immediately 
whether ICA would begin putting a “‘buy 
American” clause in its loans, too. The 
agency prepared an announcement that 
there would be no change in its present 
policy of procuring commodities and equip- 
ment anywhere in the world except in the 
Soviet bloc. But before the statement could 
be issued, the Treasury intervened and was 
able to have it killed. The State Department 
later issued a weak statement saying the 
ICA policy “‘is, of course, subject to review 
at any time.” 


Another peculiar angle was President 
Eisenhower's remark at Augusta, Ga., that 
the new policy was “not a turn-around, a 
reversal or going in another direction.”’ 


Trade and aid specialists in and out of 
the Government regard it as a major 
reversal of policy. The Committee for a 
National Trade Policy, which advocates 
lower tariffs and freer trade, immediately 
called the new move “a serious retreat 
in United States trade policy” and said 
it dealt a major blow to this country’s 
leadership role in world trade. 


On the other side of the fence, the Pro- 
tectionist Trade Relations Council hailed 
the new policy as ‘“‘a desirable major step 
in the Administration’s efforts to correct 
serious imbalances in our foreign trade.”’ 
The Council urged the Administration to 
accept Anderson’s recommendation that the 
“buy American”’ policy be extended to ICA. 


THE EISENHOWER Administration 
fought hard against a similar proposal last 
year and succeeded, with substantial Demo- 
cratic help, in having it knocked out of the 
foreign aid bill. Senator Frederick G. Payne

As for the 100 per cert “‘buy American” 
proposal to relieve unemployment, the posi- 
tion paper said: “It is the view of the exec- 
utive branch that problems of particular 
industries are better met directly than by 
hidden subsidies.”’ 


Secretary Anderson apparently has ob- 
tained Administration approval for a re- 
versal of this position. An official ‘who is 
well informed about the “buy American” 
move and sympathetic toward it, told the 
Post-Dispatch there had been a top level 
decision to examine all agencies that send 
dollar credits abroad and see what each 
can do to limit the outflow. ‘Nothing is 
exempt,” the official said. 


THIS OUTFLOW of dollar credits is the 
chief reason given for the new policy. 
Treasury officials point out that the United 
States had a net balance-of-payments defi- 
cits of $3,500,000,000 last year and the 
current deficit rate is more than four 
billion dollars a year. The United States 
continues to export more than it imports, 
but enough dollars go out of the country 
in various ways to offset the favorable 
balance of trade and leave the deficit. 
Some of the ways dollars leave the country 
are through loans and grants, payment of 
troops overseas, offshore procurement, 
American investments overseas and tourist 
spending abroad. 


If the deficit in dollar payments continues 
indefinitely, Treasury officials argue, confi- 
dence falters at some point, foreign holders 
of dollars begin converting them into gold 
and there is a run on the United States 
gold reserves, the basis of this country’s 
currency, 


Treasury officials point to a rise of 
nearly two billion dollars in foreign-held 
dollars and short-term American Govern- 
ment securities in the last year. The total 
last July 31 was $15,500,000,000. Of that 
amount, nine billion dollars was in central 
banks, where it could be converted imme- 
diately into gold. 


This country’s gold supply, in New York 
and at Fort Knox, Ky., now amounts to 
$19,488,000,000—a drop of $1,250,000,000 in 
the last year. 


In such circumstances, the officials say, 
it-is not sensible to permit, say, Laos to 
get dollars from the Development Loan 
Fund and then spend them for West Ger- 
man machinery, thus adding to West Ger- 
many’s supply of dollars. 

Opponents of the “buy American’’ policy 
deny that the outflow of dollar credits or 
gold is anywhere near being alarming. 
They also point out that West Germany, 
which is mentioned constantly as the bene- 
ficiary of world-wide purchasing, has 
actually had a decrease in dollar reserves 
in the last year. 


THE OPPONENTS DENY that grants 
and loans are responsible for the dollar 
outflow and they can quote the late Secre- 
tary of State John Foster Dulles to support 
their argument. He told a Congressional 
committee in 1957 that about 80 per cent 
of the funds appropriated for foreign aid 
programs was spent directly in the United 
States ‘‘and if you try to trace them through 
indirectly, I suppose practically all of them 
come back to the United States in the form. 
of purchases here.” 

A further objection is that countries of 
Western Europe and Japan cap continue to 
build up their dollar stocks despite the 
“buy American” policy simply by cutting 
down on their imports from the United 
States. 

There is some speculation here that 
new policy is just another step in crippl 
the Development Loan Fund, by those 
believe its ‘‘soft’” loans, repayable larg 
in foreign currencies, compete unfairly wi 
the hard loans of the International 
for Reconstruction and Development (World 
Bank) and the Export-Import Bank.

The Choice for Nov. 3 


Metropolitan St. Louis, as it considers the 
City-County District plan to be voted on a 
week from Tuesday, needs to raise its sights. 

Much of the debate so far has missed the 
main point of the plan. The critics pick at 

the fringes but they never come to grips 
with the central issue. Some complain that 
the plan does not embrace certain functions 
like hospitals and public health. Some com- 
plain because it gives the District the nor- 
mal powers of a limited government. Some 
oppose it aS a merger; others oppose it be- 
cause it is not a merger. Some object that 
the plan fails to follow certain recommenda- 
tions of the Metropolitan Survey; others 
object because it follows any Survey proposals 
at all. 

Amid all this fine-tooth combing, this me- 
ticulous nit-picking, the great and dominating 
purpose of the plan is ignored. 

The main reason why the plan should be 
adopted is that it is vital to the economic 
well-being of the metropolitan area. The 
main purpose of the plan is to halt a danger- 
ous lag in this area’s economic growth. The 
main choice to be made Nov. 3 is whether 
city and county shal! co-operate in creating 
an instrument of accelerated industrial de- 
velopment, or whether city and county shall 
separately go on watching our metropolitan 
competitors outstrip us. 


The Metropolitan Survey, whose directors 
heartily support the plan as today’s Mirror 
of Public Opinion emphasizes, identified the 
economic problem as basic and unavoidable. 
The central finding of this painstaking study 
financed by the Ford Foundation was stated 
in these words: 


Despite many locational advantages, the 
economic development of the St. Louis 
metropolitan area has been lagging behind 
that of its competitors. In recent years its 
growth, in terms of population, labor force, 
manufacturing activity and per capita in- 
come, has been less impressive than that of 
competing centers. ... More industry and 
commerce must locate here. Industrial and 
commercial expansion produces not only 
more employment and income but also new 
tax sources to finance local government... . 
The St. Louis metropolitan area cannot long 
afford to stand still while its competitors are 
growing rapidly. It must progress or it will 
soon decline. The very lack of conditions 
conducive to industrial growth would itself 
be a stimulus to economic decay. 


Few sites remain within the city for the 


kind of industrial park demanded by modern 
manufacturing. The sites that could be made 
available in the county are blocked off by 
inadequate zoning, lack of central planning, 
traffic chaos, the absence of a mass transit 


system, the impotence of public agencies to ° 


blueprint and create the conditions under 
which new industries will locate in this area 
and present industries will expand. 


This is what the District plan is all about. 


The resident of the city and the resident of 
the county have a common stake in broaden- 
ing the economic base of their economically 
integral community. A District representing 
both city and county would enable them to 
pursue this purpose without being diverted 
by miscellaneous problems of government re- 
form which, though important, do not relate 
to the over-riding central aim. The District 
does not project reform for the sake of re- 
form. It is an adventure in creative political 
evolution for the purpose of economic de- 
velopment. 


Why is it proposed to empower the District 
to fashion a unified city-county traffic and 
mass transit system? Because efficient arterial 
circulation throughout the whole metropoli- 
‘tan area is absolutely essential to industrial 
development. 

Why planning powers? Because the ab- 
sence of central planning has induced one 
company after another to pass up St. Louis 
and locate plants elsewhere. 


Why the power to buy and develop land for 
industrial purposes? Because that is the way 
to organize industrial parks as competing 
cities are already doing. 

Adoption of the District plan on Nov. 3 is 
vital to the future of this metropolitan area 
as it faces the decade of the ‘60s. In the 
50s our economic growth has lagged behind 
the country’s: in the "60s we must catch up. 
Let us have done with niggling debate over 
an insignificant tax levy; with caviling over 
special assessments, the language of the 
amending clause, initiative and referendum; 
with wistful woolgathering about merger some 
day or city re-entry into the county maybe. 


These are not the issues. The one dominat- 
ing issue to be decided Nov. 3 is whether the 
St. Louis metropolitan area as an economic 
entity shall go forward. 


The answer must be YES. 


U.S. Inaction on Formosa 

Soviet Premier Khrushchev’s note inform- 
ing President Eisenhower that Russia fully 
supports Red China’s claim to Formosa is yet 
another reminder that the United States is 
doing nothing to formulate a new policy for 
this area. The only policy in recent years 
has been to de practically nothing in periods 
of auiet in the Formosa Strait and to react 
excitedly to each new crisis generated by 
the Communists. The State Department ap- 
pears never to have used periods of calm to 
take action that would. prevent a new crisis 
from arising. 

There is now a time of relative calm and 
the Department should be moving quietly to 
prevent another crisis like that of last year, 
when the Communists violently shelled Que- 
moy and Matsu. In particular, the Administra- 
tion should be getting Chiang Kai-shek’s 
troops out of these offshore islands, where 
they have no business. Earlier this year 
there was a report that Chiang was making 
a token reduction in the Quemoy-Matsu gar- 
risons, but that the soldiers remaining were 
being equipped with weapons to increase their 
firepower. These vulnerable outposts within 
gunshot of Red China give Chiang a means 
of embroiling the United States in a future 
conflict; they should be evacuated. 

Formosa itself is another question. The 
United States is committed to defend it and 
can justify its policy. But Red China can no 
more tolerate Nationalist control of Quemoy 
and Matsu than we could tolerate Soviet con- 
trol of Staten Island. Chiang doubtless needs 
the islands to bolster his impossible annual 
claim, repeated earlier this month, that his 
forces will be fighting on the mainland “next 
year.” But that flimsy hope should not dic- 
tate United States policy. ; 

As for Soviet policy on Formosa, the Rus- 
sians have said repeatedly they support Red 
China’s view that Formosa is part of China 
and that Peiping has the right to take it by 
any means, including force. Mr. Khrushchev 
reiterated this stand. The State Department 
says it has been trying for four years, without 
avail, to persuade the Chinese to renounce 
the use of force in the Formosa Strait. This 
country would welcome such a renunciation, 
of course, but what is it prepared to offer in 
return? Perhaps an evacuation of Quemoy 
and Matsu would be a good bargaining point. 


Stately Home in England 

Those of us who wonder what it is like to 
have all that money will be interested in a 
new venture of Jean Paul Getty, who is said 
to be the richest man in the United States. 
Mr. Getty is negotiating for the purchase of 
the Duke of Sutherland’s home in Surrey, 27 
miles from London. The price is in: the 
neighborhood of $1,200,000. The Tudor manor 
house has 34 bedrooms, 14 baths and a great 
hall with two minstrel] galleries. Mr. Getty, 
who has been living at the Ritz in London, ex- 
plains he wants the home “simply to get out 
of hotels ... they cost a fantastic sum with 
nothing to show for it.” Now Mr. Getty will 
have something to show for his money. 


Historic Down-Beat . 


It was a historic gesture when Edouard 
Van Remoortel brought down his baton for 
the opening notes of Persichetti’s Liturgical 
Symphony last night. The concert marked 
the eightieth anniversary of the St. Louis 
Symphony Orchestra, and the work had been 
commissioned for the occasion. This was 
further brightened by the appearance of Mal- 
colm Frager of St. Louis as piano soloist. 
Beethoven’s unsurpassed chords: raised the 
evening to the full height of majesty. 

All this was as it should have been. After 
all, 80 years of an orchestra demand more 
than an ordinary salutatory fanfare. Ours is 
only the second American: 


would not be money enough in hand for 
another season, yet there always was another 
season. And we confidently look forward to 
20 more maintenance fund drives and a splen- 
did hundreth anniversary and a party even 
more proud than last night’s. St. Louis may 
lack some of the attributes of a go-go-go city 
without even missing them, but it is an urbane 
and civilized community.

German Arms Revival 

Those whose memories go back to the pre- 
war years will find something disquieting in 
news of the reviving West German arms in- 
dustry. The old names are popping up— 
Heinkel, Messerschmitt, Dornier, Krupp. 
American industrialists are said to be invest- 
ing heavily in West German enterprises; the 
Bonn Republic is thought likely to absorb 
more than a billion dollars in the next six 
or seven years. 

The German military production is going 
on under the terms and limitations established 
in the Western European Union treaty, but 
if the trend continues the limits will soon be 
reached, particularly in the fields of missiles 
and armor. On Oct. 22 West Germany was 
given permission by W.E.U. to manufacture 
guided missiles for anti-aircraft defense. The 
decision was made on the recommendation of 
Gen. Lauris Norstad, North Atlantic Treaty 
Organization commander. 

The architect of the new development is 
Defense Minister Franz Josef Strauss, who 
announced a year ago that West Germany 
would build the Lockheed F104 Starfighter to 
equip the modern Luftwaffe. A temporary 
combine of Heinkel and Messerschmitt will 
manufacture the Starfighter under license 
from Lockheed, which, it is said, is acquiring 
a substantial minority stock interest in the 
German firms. Other American aircraft, mis- 
sile and machinery manufacturers are also 
getting into German industry. 

There is nothing illegal about this, and 
State Department officials express doubt that 
West Germany will ever become a major 
weapons producer. Yet one cannot forget 
the part played by German munitions makers 
in two world wars. A dozen years ago a re- 
vival of German arms manufacture would 
have been unthinkable. What will the next 
12 years bring? 


Bread Is for Eating 


The people of the United States are spend- 
ing millions on medical research, but only 
pennies on its application. So Dr. Albert L. 
Chapman of the Public Health Service told 
the American Public Health Association. The 
layman who contributes to one research 
“drive” after another finds it easy to agree. 

Medical science has learned how to pre- 
vent rheumatic heart disease in children with 
rheumatic fever, Dr. Chapman said, yet few 
such children are under proper treatment. 
The same may be said in connection with. dia- 
betes, cancer and other diseases. There are 
now 69,000,000 Americans with some chronic 
disease. Of these, 17,000,000 are limited in 
their activities, and at least 1,100,000 are in 
hospitals.

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Common Sense: Case for the District Plan 
Its Basic Purpose Is to Speed Up The Area’s Lagging Economic Growth

The basic purpose of the metropoli- 
tan District plan is to promote the. 
healthy economic growth of Greater 
St. Louis. The sustained prosperity of 
the area is threatened by the inability 
of local governments to foster area- 
wide development. 

Accordingly, a Board of Freeholders 
has proposed that certain specified 
functions be delegated to a popularly- 
elected metropolitan government, 
which would perform these functions 
through the city-county area. The 
metropolitan government’s responsibil- 
ities would cover development, regu- 
lation, or operation of (1) inter-commu- 
nity transportation, by expressways 
and rapid transit; (2) sewer systems; 
(3) civil defense; (4) police communi- 
cation and réporting; (5) over-all land 

use planning; (6) 
acquisition and

tion. The presence of many more 
residents but not so many more indus- 
tries will mean tougher competition 
for jobs, less success in retail business 
and service trades, higher taxes on 
people’s homes. That is the probable 
prospect for Greater St. Louis unless 
the rate of economic development is 
speeded up. One essential for con- 
tinued economic progress is a change 
in the existing city-county governmen- 
tal structure. 

The Metropolitan St. Louis Survey 
reported this in 1957, on the basis of 
economists’ findings that in economic 
development, this area has fallen be- 
hind its competitors; numerous com- 
panies, interested in locating plants 
here, have instead gone elsewhere, 
discouraged by lack of suitable sites 
and good transportation facilities; and 


unanimously on the need for a change 
Its members differed on what kind of 
a change. They gave serious thought 
to two alternatives: merger of the 
whole area into a single City of St. 
Louis, or the creation of a multi-

preserves local autonomy while at the 
same time creating a new mechanism 
with which Greater St. Louis can move 
forward. It can and should lead to 
the solution of the area’s worst internal 
transportation problems. It provides 
the means for vastly improving police 
communications and co-ordinating civil 
defense. It puts the whole area into 
the business of advancing the whole 
area’s prosperity by planning intelli- 
gently for growth and by bringing into 
the Greater St. Louis orbit new indus- 
tries—new industries which will em- 
ploy people and also provide revenue. 
On its merits, then, it seems like an 
obviously sensible, constructive plan. 
Yet many voices have been raised 
against it. It is important to consider 
the major criticisms offered by the. 
plan’s opponents, before finally decid- 
ing on its worth. 

The noisiest objectors are those who 
claim that the District plan is equiva- 
lent to merger, or opens the door to 
merger in the near future. Recently 
other critics have opposed the plan 
because, far from amounting to merg- 
er, they say it slams the door shut 
against any eventual possibility of 
merger. Obviously these contradic- 
tory arguments cannot both be right. 
At least one of them must be wrong. 
Actually they are both wrong. 


Not a Merger \ 
The District plan is not merger. In 
a merger, the county government and 


under the District plan, this will not 
happen. In a mérger, it appears, all 
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large. Four will represent electoral 
“boroughs” in the city, and there will 
be an equal number of “boroughs” in 
the county. The three remaining bor- 
oughs cross the boundary. In popula- 
tion, one of these three is preponder- 
antly in the city, and one is chiefly in 
the county. The third contains at pres- 
ent a modest majority of city resi- 
dents; population forecasts show that 
it will be about evenly divided within 
a few years. 

These electoral ‘borough’ lines 
were drawn thus to ‘provide equality, 
and for no other reason. They were 
recommended to the Freeholders by 
experts in public administration. They 
were not designed to favor either the 
city or the county, nor to promote one 
party or faction at the expense of any 
other party or faction. 

Messrs. Tucker and McNary, how- 
ever, have managed to echo each other 
on another criticism of the District 
plan. They lament the fact that the 
Freeholders did not adopt all of the 
Metropolitan Survey’s recommenda- 
tions, lock, stock and barrel. To one 
who helped to formulate the Survey’s 
proposals and is now strongly in favor 
of the Freeholders’ plan, this is an in- 
teresting argument indeed. 

The criticism is, however, largely a 
makeweight, thought up for want of a 
better argument.

Another afterthought advanced by 
opponents is that the plan contains

It is certainly 
not an essential or even an important 
instrument of democracy.

U.S. Is Keeping Pace With Reds 
In Field of Nuclear Research

Representative Melvin Price 
of East St. Louis, a Coneres- 
sional specialist in this field, 
viewed America’s position sober- 
ly. John H. Williams, a mem- 
ber of the Atomic Energy Com- 
mission, was much more opti- 
mistic, 

Their remarks continued the 
familiar pattern of confusion: 
On the one hand, reassurance 
from the Eisenhower Adminis- 
tration that somehow, despite 
the Soviet Union’s spectacular 
scientific successes, the United 
States is not behind. On the 
other, grave concern by scien- 
tists and others outside the Ad- 
ministration that the United 


States is starting a slide toward | 


disaster. 


In an interview with the Post- 
Dispatch, Price, who is chair- 
man of the Research and Devel- 
opment subcommittee of the 
Joint Congressional Committee 
on Atomic Energy, said: 


“We need to increase sharply 
our efforts in basic atomic re- 
search. Our program is inade- 


quate. The Russians are work- 


ing night and day. They are 
putting more “anpower into re- 
search than we are. Their in- 
tensive effort could determine 
who will be the dominant world 
force in the future.” 


QUESTIONED ABOUT this at 
a press conference Wednesday, 
Williams, a physicist who has 


been a member of the AEC since | 


last August, dissented. 


“At this level of assessment,” 
he said, “I cannot say we saw 
anything in Russia that indicates 
any need for revising our pro- 
gram. Some of us individually 
might like to see little changes 
here and there, but all in all, 
we are on the right track on a 
broad front.” 


He disagreed with Price's 
warning that the Russians are 
putting more of their resources 
into atomic research than we 
are. 

“I would agree with that posi- 
tion only in the sense that the 
Soviet Union, because of a lower 
per capita income, might be 
spending a greater percentage 
of its per capita wealth on 
atomic research than we are,” 
he said. 


Price and Williams agreed on 
one point. Neither felt that the 
Soviet Union is ahead of the 
United States in basic nuclear 
research and achievements at 
this time. , They differed sharply 
over whether the Soviet effort 
now exceeds ours in intensity 
and if so, what this may mean 
for the future. 


“The most important factor to | 


us is not the present, but the 
future,” Price said. ‘What the 
Russians discover today in the 
field of basic science could be- 
come the dominant influence in 
the world of tomorrow. 

“They are putting all their re- 
sources behind their program. 
They are determined to gain 
scientific and engineering su- 
periority.”’ 


PRICE SEES THE need for a 
substantial overhauling of our 
fundamental atomic research 
program. It needs expanding— 
perhaps as much as 50 to 100 
per cent. Even more necessary, 
in his view, is achieving a degree 
of continuity that he feels has 
been lacking. 

“Our program has fluctuated 
too much,”’ he said. ‘‘Every time 
there have been a few kindly 
words from the Kremlin, we have 
taken heart and eased up in basic 
research. The result has been 
costly delays in our program.” 

There is no such fluctuation 
in the Soviet program, Price 


continued. He said he found Rus- | 


sian scientists exerting unrelent- 
ing pressure in their efforts for 
supremacy and that this “‘pres- 
sure is consistent and does not 
fluctuate with the international 
political barometer.” 

While Williams held to the po- 
sition that the Soviet nuclear ef- 
fort does not outweigh that of 
the United States, he declined to 
give any definitive assessment of 
scope of the Russian pro- 
gram although he was pressed 
to do so.

Racial Origins Head of Army Training Says 
Of Hill People Forces Are Best U.S. Ever Had 


Gen. Clarke Asserts Units Are in 
High State of Combat-Readiness — 
Praises Guard and Reserves.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 24. 


IT IS BEST TO BEGIN by conceding that Gen. Bruce Cooper 
Clarke is not the best possible witness to face the question: ‘‘Is 
today’s Army better or worse than yesterday's?” 


He has a handicap. As head 
of the Continental Army Com- 


mand, he is the person account- | 


able for the adequacy of Army 
training programs and the set- 
ting of standards by which Army 
efficiency is judged. 

That makes him a prejudiced 
observer. He cannot praise the 
Army without sounding like a 
den mother boasting about her 
Cubs. 

The reason for seeking his in- 
side view is the saleability of the 
outside view that the Army is in 
decline, its men hopelessly soft, 
its training standards sagging. 


WHEN THE CRITICS take that 
line, they can always sell the 
story. So it has ever been. 

The question to Clarke: Do 
you agree that the quality of 
service manpower has gone 
downgrade ever since World War 
I]? 

Clarke: “I disagree abso- 
lutely. I started as an enlisted 
man in World War I and have 
served ever since in the active 
Army or National Guard. The 

‘powers of the average American 
male in uniform, physical, men- 
tal and moral, have steadly built 
upward through those years."’ 

QUESTION: Then it is your 
judgment that the Army today is 
nearer to a state of readiness 
and has a more unified fighting 
force than ever before in peace- 
time? 

Clarke: ‘I would say that is 
true of all components, the ac- 
tive Army, the National Guard 
and the Reserve. This summer | 
saw 21 National Guard divisions 
in training. Their zeal, their 
professional competence amazed 
_me. The Guard now fills with 
men who are ‘made’ soldiers, 
due to the six-month camp, and 
can therefore concentrate on unit 
training. That makes a great 
difference.” 


QUESTION: How much differ- 
ence, in terms of readiness to 
fight following mobilization? 

Clarke: “‘The best of these di- 
visions could be deployed within 

60 days after a call-up. That cuts 
‘by two-thirds the minimum 
training period formerly con- 
sidered necessary.” 

QUESTION: From the Army 
view, then, is the Guard con- 
sidered indispensable? 

Clarke: ‘“‘It is essential to na- 
tional safety. We can’t keep the 
'necessary number of divisions 
in the active Army. Our people 
will not pay for it. So the Army 
has committed itself to preserv- 
ing present strength levels, keep- 
ing the Guard at 400,000 men and 
the Reserve at 300,000.” 

QUESTION: Is that the main 
idea of the ‘one army’ concept 


which you launched about one 


year ago? 
Clarke: ‘No, there’s much 
more to it. It's a campaign 


against narrow prejudice. The 


old petty jealousies which we so 


long nursed are harmful to all 
of us. We feel that there should 
be no difference between active 
Army, Guard and Reserve in 
prestige, training standards and 
attitude. We already see the re- 
sults of this effort. A strong, 
uniting comradeship is beginning 
to appear.”’ 

QUESTION: In what you call 
the ‘active’ Army rather than 
the ‘regular’ Army how soon 
could troops be made ready for 
fighting operations? 

Clarke: “Some could take off 
tonight at sunset prepared to 
drop into a hot situation tomor- 
row, if transportation were set 
to move them. We have never 
before had forces so prime in 
peacetime.” 

QUESTION: How much Army 
power is in that advanced state? 

Clarke: “Here in the zone of 
the interior there are three divi- 
sions, the 10lst and Ejighty-sec- 
ond Airborne and the Fourth 
Armored, composing STRAC, the 
Strategic Army Corps.” 

QUESTION: You mean they 
are equally ready? 

Clarke: No, not quite. The 
10lst is trained to the quick be- 
cause it knows that it is ticketed 
first to go. Nothing overcomes 
inertia in troops so fully as 
knowledge of an immediate mis- 
sion. The Fourth Armored, if 
cranked up, would need another 
two weeks to get the same edge 
as the 10Ist.” 

QUESTION: Are training 
standards as high and as hard 
as they ought to be? 

Clarke: “Ideally, no; prac- 
tically yes. You have to hit a 
training level which the times 
will support. For one thing, you 
can’t uphold a maximum demand 
in military training if civilian 
standards are relatively soft. 
For another, it is impossible to 
keep any group fully primed all 
the time.”’ 

QUESTION: How far short of 
the wartime ideal is the training 
standard. 

Clarke: “In the STRAC divi- 
sions not more than 15 per cent. 
About one-third of their train- 
ing is done at night away from 
the built-up areas. That’s about 
all you can ask.” 

QUESTION: So we're doing 
better because we're training 
harder? 

Clarke: ‘‘No. Fundamentally, 
it’s because today’s average sol- 
dier is a higher type American 
than we ever had before.”

sAMEs PURDY is a young Amer- 
i¢an writer whose first novel, ‘63: Dream 
Palace” was highly praised both in Eng- 
land and the United States.

As summarized this’ narrative seems 
much less irrational than is its cumulative 
effect on the reader. It would be easier to 
grasp if it were wholly fantastic. As it is 
the world described is the natural world as 
it might be presented in a play acted out 
by an imaginative but not too clever child. 
The characters are odd, but not so odd 
that they couldn’t be regarded as mere 
eccentrics but for the persistent surreal- 
istic atmosphere of the general scene. 


WHAT DOES IT all mean? The 
stock reply from the neo-dadaists is that it 
doesn’t have to mean anything. These 
proponents of the unique, dissociated 
and irrelevant esthetic fact are more artic- 
ulate then persuasive; in any case I find 
it hard to believe that Mr. Purdy’s wry 
little comedy has nothing more to say than 
what is evident on the surface. Without 
some concealed meaning the narrative 
has too little intrinsic value to have been 
the work of a writer with such obvious 
talent. So I shall take an uneducated 
guess. “Malcolm” is really a Fable of 
Life in which the protagonist is the 
average man whose aspirations are bor- 
rowed from the society pages and the 
comic books and whose day-by-day ex- 
istence is just one damn irrelevant trifle 
after another. 

That sounds bitter! 
it’s just a guess.

Michel Mok, theater writer and public 
relations expert, once described Hart as 
“a man with an invisible falcon on his 
wrist.” In this book the falcon flies 
straight and true to its target, the cheap, 
the shoddy, the dishonest and the pre- 
tentious. Moss Hart has already con- 
tributed laughter and depth and bril- 
liance to the theater he loves. He now 
adds understanding.

The Thirteenth Duke 


Saga of Woburn Abbey

THE AUTHOR OF THIS ENGAGING avto- 
biography and family history began to hit the headlines five 
years ago when he inherited his title from his father and along 
with it an estate so encumbered’ with death duties that the 
trustees who had charge of it had virtually no hope of salvaging 
very much from the voracious maw of the British Treasury. But 
in reaching that mournful conclusion they had reckoned without 
the new heir. The thirteenth Duke of Bedford came back from 
his farm in South Africa with just one thought in mind, to save 
for himself dnd his descendants that prize jewel, Woburn Abbey, 
the family seat for 400 years, and one of the finest baronial 
mansions in all built by Inigo Jones, surrounded by 
3000 acres of beautiful park and filled with priceless art treasures, 
including a roomful of Canalettos. 

John Russell’s struggle to preserve his heritage by finding 
somehow the $14;000,000 demanded of him by Her Majesty's 
government as inheritance tax caught the popular imagination. 
It has become common practice in England for owners of these 
great palaces to meet expenses of their upkeep by opening them 
to the public and charging admission, but this Duke has out- 
done all his impecunious aristocratic confreres by first restoring 
Woburn to something like its original glory and then making it 
an extra special tourist attraction which would outdraw all its 
rivals. And in this he-has spectacularly succeeded. 

Last year nearly 1,250,000 people visited Woburn, twice as 
many as came to its nearest rival, the Duke of Devonshire’s 
Chatsworth. But some of his Grace’s peers have thought, per- 
haps with some jealousy in their hearts, that he has gone a 
little too far in vulgarizing this expedient to meet an unfortunate 
necessity of the times by making himself a part of what attracts 
sightseers in such numbers. The Duke is himself the principal 
guide around his house. 


THE DUKE’S ENTERPRISE, never-say-die spirit 
and informal democratic attitude are the sort that make an 
instant appeal to Americans, and undoubtedly he is drawing his 
biggest response from this side of the Atlantic. Anybody going 
to England next year should put Woburn Abbey on his itinerary 
and take along this volume as his introduction to the Duke him- 
self. I am sure that was in the author’s mind in writing it. He 1s 
not going to miss a trick in his desperate effort—which I for one 
heartily commend—to save his beautiful home and all its treas- 
ures. And when he has accomplished that feat the English 
might do worse than let him run their Travel Association and 
think up fresh ways to attract the tourists and their dollars. 

But that is not all. The book contains in addition an enter- 
taining account of the Duke’s queer forebears, particularly 
his father and grandfather, the eleventh and twelfth holders of 
the ancient title. Of all the bizarre stories of the many eccentric 
folk that England has produced this surely takes the prize. As 
one reviewer has already said, this tale of Russell family doings 
reads like a sequel to “Kind Hearts and Coronets’’. 

John Russell, the thirteenth Duke, says he will count himself a 
very lucky man if he can keep Woburn Abbey. I think myself 
that being the thirteenth may be what is bringing him good luck. 
Judging by the almost unbelievable amount of shabby treatment 
he received from his family in his earlier years, he seems to de- 
serve all he can bring his way. Thirty-two pages of photographs 
add much to the interest of the book.

What Confederate Leaders Did

TEN CONFEDERATE LEADERS and their post- 
war careers form the subject matter of this book, which does, 
in part, answer the oft-asked question—what ever happened to 
so-and-so when the war was over? 

Of the 10 men treated—Lee, Davis, Hampton, Forrest, Lamar, 
Maury, Longstreet, Breckenridge, Stephens and Johnston—not 
one of them sank into obscurity after the war. Each of them 
in his own way worked for the redevelopment of the South. 
Robert E. Lee and John C. Breckenridge died not too long after 
the war. Both worked quietly toward reconciliation between 
North and South, and both, as the authors write, lost their war 
gracefully and lost their enemies too. 


Jefferson Davis and Wade Hampton worked for the redevelop- 
ment of the South, Davis allowing himself to become the apostle 
of reaction and unreconstructibility. Hampton devoted his efforts 
to the return of normalcy to his native state, South Carolina, 
became Governor and a United States Senator. 

Nathan Bedford Forrest, one of the Confederacy’s more able 
cavalry officers, became “reconstructed,”” although he was in- 
strumental in the forming of the Ku Klux Klan. Forrest washed 
his hands of the Klan when it became ‘a haven for the violent 
and more irresponsible elements.

Thus, except for the 5 per cent capital formation controlled 

by individuals, all other capital decisions are made by a very 
tiny power group without property. 
BECAUSE OF THIS PATTERN of capital forma- 
tion, today the interests of the founders of our larger corporations 
are almost submerged. Now the single largest group of stock- 
holders are trusts, pension funds, mutual funds and insurance 
companies. They are few—trust fund custody is held by a dozen 
large banks and even fewer large insurance companies. The 
potential power of the managers of these institutions is enormous, 
Their power is particularly great, since the individual stock- 
holders are so many, so scattered and so ineffective. 

These managers of large institutions and members of boards of 
directors, powerful as they are, are, however, almost completely 
divorced from ownership. Years ago, this would have been con- 
sidered a paradox; today it appears to be a fact. 

At first glance this sounds like a terrifying conclusion. Rela- 
tively few people would appear to have the power to decide 
what is to be produced, what prices are to be charged, how 
America is to use its resources and how its citizens are to spend 
their incomes. But this is not true, or only in a very minor way 
and, at best, only for a short while. In the private sector of 
our economy, the consumer’s vote in the end is more powerful 
than any small power group. The electorate appears, in the end 
to influence decisively the legis!ators’ attitude toward the acts of 
power groups. While the individual no longer wields significant 
power through productive property he is king in our economic 
republic. Depending upon his value system and the life he 
chooses to lead, he can be and, in Berle’s eyes, he is the fina! 
authority. 


HOWEVER, THERE REMAINS one perplexing 
problem. In the private sector of our economy, the American 
pluralist system offers, great flexibility in the application of 
capital, Corporations unmercifully compete with one another for 
markets and resources. With government providing an appre 
priate environment, no great long-lasting mistakes can be made 
in our private sector. But what about the application of capita! 
outside the private sector? 

Up to this moment no effective device has been developed 
that will assure that the American people allocate sufficient 
funds for the public sector in general, and education and health 
in particular. But unless we invest, for instance, more in educa- 
tion and assure that the next generation be much better educated 
be more inquisitive and produce many more and much better 


scientists, our future as a leading world power is in grave 
danger.

idealism of Georges Rouault 
French Expressionist Waged and Won Personal Revolt 


By GEORGE McCUE 


ONE DAY IN 1948, Georges Rov- 
ault called in an officer of the law and 
other witnesses, and in their presence 
burned 315 of his paintings. 

The sacrificial fire followed a lawsuit 
in which the artist regained possession 
of some 800 works that had been held for 
several years by the heirs of his late 
dealer, Ambroise Vollard. From these, 
Rouault culled out those that he re- 
garded as unfinished, and unworthy to be 
sold under his name. Considering that he 
was 77 years old at the time, and un- 
likely to carry so large a number of 
projects to completion, he simply de- 
stroyed those that didn’t measure up to 
his standards. 

Rouault, who had children and grand- 
children in whom he was deeply inter- 
ested, and whose fame was such that 
anything from his hand, even unsigned 
and unfinished, could find ready pur- 
chasers, chose for his legacy a limited 
number of works and a firmily expressed 
ideal of uncompromising quality. 

“His conduct at that time was a com- 
fort and an example to all artists,’’ wrote 
Jean Grenier in the European art maga- 
zine, L’Oeil. 

Rouault lived another decade after the 
ceremonial burning, his own man to the 
end, the master of a painting and draw- 
ing style that leaves deep imprints on 
both the eye and the mind. 


The permanent exhibition of Rouault 
prints in the Miserere series at St. Louis 
University, plus the paintings from the 
City Art Museum and private collections 
now on loan there, provide a generous 


perspective of his work. 


The Rouault show is on the second 
floor of the Pius XII. Memorial Library, 
3655 West Pine boulevard, through Dec. 1. 
The part of it that belongs to the univer- 
sity is the Miserere series of 58 large 
prints. Following the special exhibition, 
these will be permanently installed in 
the third-floor reading room, where the 
public may continue to visit it. 


FOLLOWING AN =e apprenticeship 
with a _ stained-glass maker, Rouault 
studied painting under Gustave Moreau, 
with Henri Matisse as a classmate. He 
competed twice for the Prix de Rome, 
submitting oils on religious themes. One 
of them, “‘Samson at the Mill,”’ now in 
the County Museum at Los Angeles, is 
his earliest known painting. Both entries 
were unsuccessful. 

Under Moreau’s academic influence, 
Rouault painted angels, but after his 
teacher’s death, the young artist began 
to suspect himself of hypocrisy; he 
shifted to secular themes, and his figures 
began to take on the more familiar 
identity of everyday people, clowns and 
prostitutes. 

It is noteworthy that when Rouault be- 
gan painting the wretches of the street, 
and the judges and kings who exercised 
power over them, his work began to take 
on a religious quality that does not exist 
in his paintings of stated religious theme. 

The new force was a religious conscious- 
ness that was merciless with hypocrisy, 
wrathfully exasperated with man-made 
ugliness and pervaded with compassion 
for the victims of a society that he saw 
as tragically evil. Rouault was 32—and 
the year was 1903—when he was seized 
with the all-embracing symbolism of the 
clown, a theme explored by many paint- 
ers.

A FEW YEARS AGO an elderly 
English teacher recalled an incident dur- 
ing her apprentice teaching. One class 
was in a room occupied the previous hour 
by a young history teacher, and day after 
day she was appalled by the astounding 
number and variety of misspellings he left 
on the blackboard. When she was asked to 
return the folowing year, she would agree 
only if that history teacher were not em- 
ployed. “Surely,” she said, “you can find 
somebody to teach history who can spell.” 


The point isn’t that the principal agreed 
with her, and the young man was fired, 
which did happen. The point is that the 
young man went back to school, wrote a 
doctoral dissertation on the problems of 
spelling, and during the next 50 years 
came to be recognized as the leading av- 
thority on spelling instruction. 


I recalled this anecdote while pondering 
a comment by Harry Golden in The Caro- 
lina Israelite, Discussing the needs of 
the nation’s schools, he said: “Our crash 
program must attract thousands of intelli- 
gent teachers from the next generation of 
men and women. We cannot simply ask 
them to become teachers by saying we 
need them, we must persuade them not 
to enter private industry but instead the 
teaching professions. We do this by rais- 
ing their salaries.” 


No one, I think, will deny that teachers’ 
salaries are still too low, even though 
they have almost doubled in the last 20 
years. The cost of living has more 
than doubled since 1939. In general 
a teacher can live on what she earns 
(if she doesn’t go to school in the sum- 
mer), but not a teacher's family. In this 
richest of all nations, the average maxi- 
ttm on ealary schedules for teachers is 
seve. ft hundred dollars less than the aver- 
age family income.

ROUAULT’S REVOLT in _ paint- 
ing technique was to give his figures a 
rugged grandeur by means of slashing 
brush strokes that often passed outside the 
form, or hovered around its edges, creat- 
ing a surface excitement of paint. Some- 
times his palette adhered to pure pri- 
maries, used according to traditional color 
symbolism, but in other works he set up 
clashes with tradition to gain tortured and

The dealer, Ambroise Vollard, arranged 
a steady income for Rouault, and monop- 
olized his work. He fitted up a studio on 
the top floor of his own home, and took 
over the artist’s entire output. It was 
Voliard who initiated the Miserere proj- 
ect, intending to issue a companion vol- 
ume titled “Guerre,” each to have 50 
large prints. 

Rouault first did the drawings in India 
ink, then transformed these into paintings. 
The copper plates were a third phase, 
which he worked with both cutting tools 
and acid applied with large brush strokes. 
Fifty-eight plates were completed, and 
450 impressions were made from each; 
then the plates were destroyed. This set 
of etchings and aquatints was published 
after Vollard’s death, in 1948, the same 
year in which Rouault burned the 315 
paintings. He designed a case to hold 
the prints, and those that remain in com- 
plete sets are rare items among collectors. 

Of the few sets in the United States, 
there are now two in St. Louis. In addi- 
tion to the St. Louis University set, one 
is in the collection of the Three Arts 
Shop in University City.

the only way to prove they could is to 
quit teaching. 

There is at least one statistical fact to 
support this view. On all the tests avail- 
able—“‘intelligence” tests, college apti- 
tude tests, achievement tests—the quality 
of students entering teachers colleges 
(now generally called state colleges) is 
much below that of students entering uni- 
versities or liberal arts colleges. On the 
most widely used grammar test, for in- 
stance, the average of teachers college 
freshmen is only slightly above the na- 
tional average on the same test for the 
ninth grade, barely above the lowest score 
of students entering a professional (pre- 
law, pre-medicine) curriculum. 

I don’t believe this justifies us in dis- 
missing the teaching profession as a 
refuge for incompetents. Teaching, only 
in America, is the traditional spinster’s 
respectability—where England has its Mr. 
Chips, we have Miss Dove. Teaching is a 
way to earn a living while waiting for the 
right man, a way to supplement the fam- 
ily income at the period of peak expense 
(usually the years when children are in 
high school and college), an insurance 
policy against early widowhood or other 
catastrophe. 


BESIDES THESE more or less 
practical considerations, there is another 
reason, to which that history teacher who 
became a spelling expert gives a clue. 
He wanted to help other generations avoid 
the difficulties and embarrassments he 
had suffered. His choice came from “the 
goodness of his heart.” In recruiting 
teachers, colleges have a source of 
strength that the lower schools do not have 
—the attraction of scholarship, the desire

own intellectual achievement. But the 
choice of teaching of any sort is neces- 
sarily, in view of teaching’s small social 
and financial rewards, an altruistic and 
idealistic one. In all honesty and sin- 
cerity, the thousands of young people en- 
tering teacher training each year want to 
help others do better than they did. 


Every experienced teacher will testify 
to another fact. Teaching is not only 
socially good and humanly kind; it is also 
‘the most demanding, and rewarding, of all 
professions except parenthood. Each child 
is different, with different experiences, 
different talents, different misconceptions, 
different ignorances. Each child is a new 


challenge to the understanding and inge- 
nuity of the teacher, and so teaching need 
never be dull or routine. The teacher 
works with the most various, the most 
intricate, the most recalcitrant of all 
earthly mechanisms, but also the one with 
the greatest potential. When she compares 
a child in June with what he was Septem- 
ber (the individual child, not the statis- 
tical class average), she may find him 
grown in skill and understanding.; If so, 
she has found the true reward of the 
true teacher. 


OUR EDUCATIONAL problems 
are great and muddled. They involve 
buildings, curricula, politics, religion and 
morality, social, racial, and economic 
conditions. Money is inevitably involved, 
for buildings and equipment as well as 
for salaries.

Janis, who is 30 years old, currently is making his twelfth 
tour of the United States. He made his first concert appear- 
ance at the age of nine, in Pittsburgh's Carnegie Hall, and at 15 
he was a soloist with the-NBC Symphony Orchestra. His Euro- 
pean debut, in 1952, comprised five appearances with the Am- 
sterdam Concertgebouw Orchestra. At the end of the current 
season Janis will play in the Soviet Union, under the existing 
cultural exchange agreement between that country and the 
United States. 


Blumenfeld is 36 years old, and has been a member of the 
Washington University music department faculty since 1950. 
In 1955 he won the $2000 first prize in the Midland (Mich.) Music 
Foundation contest with a score for orchestra, chorus and solo 
baritone titled ‘‘Elegy for the Nightingale.” He studied with the 
noted composer Paul Hindemith at Yale University and received 
his Master of Music degree there in 1949. 


The “Miniature Overture’’ was composed last year. The work 
will be part of the score for an opera titled “Amphitryon 4,” 
which Blumenfeld is working on now. He will give the customary 
pre-symphony lecture Friday afternoon at 1 o'clock in the 
Chase Club.

Death of Noted Critic 


Berenson Loved the Past 


By WILLIAM K. WYANT JR. 


THE LATE BERNARD BERENSON spent his % 


years almost as he wanted to spend them. He became the world’s 


greatest authority on Italian' art of the Renaissance. He got rich 


in the process and lived all his mature life in Italy, surrounded 


by the art he loved. He became the intellectual champion of 
those who think art has gone crazy in recent years. 


Nevertheless, Berenson felt he had fallen short of his talents: ~ 
One is inclined to: agree with him, in view of the vigor of his 
enthusiasm and the amazing cetholicity of his interests and 
abilities. ' 


With his erudition, his awareness and his sensitivity to the 
world about him, Berenson might have been a great poet or prose 
writer. He himself said he should have concentrated on develop- 
ing and clarifying his notions about the enjoyment of not only 


visual but also musical and verbal works of art. He chose in- 


stead, when in his early thirties, to become an art ‘‘expert.” 
His excuse was that, like the philosopher Spinoza with his glass- 
polishing, he had to make a living. 


Shortly after Berenson’s death Oct. 6, the expectation that he 
would leave his 40-room villa near Florence and his library of 
55,000 books to Harvard University was confirmed. Berenson, a 
Lithuanian Jew brought up in Boston, was graduated from Har- 
vard in 1887. 


WHILE HE WAS AT HARVARD, the success 
Berenson enjoyed in his studies attracted attention from the fac- 
ulty and from a number of rich Bostonians. In recognition of his 
promise, the latter gave him $750 for travel in Europe. When the 
money was gone and his backers were a bit discouraged, another 
Bostonian, the celebrated Mrs. Isabella Stewart Gardner, staked 
him to another $750. 


Berenson repaid the investment with interest. He helped Mrs, 
Gardner build up her Fenway Court collection in Boston. He be- 
came a permanent fixture in Italy, renowned as a classicist, an 
authority on art and a man of taste. 


His own fortune was amassed through an uneasy alliance with 
the fabulous Lord Duveen of Millbank, purveyor of European art 
to American millionaires. After Berenson authenticated it, Du- 
veen sold it. The team split up when Berenson refused to certify 
as a Giorgione a painting that Duveen proposed to sell to An- 
drew Mellon for $750,000. Berenson studied the picture and said 
it was a Titian. And that was that. 


Berenson’s theories of art were out of step with his time. He 
felt that art should be disciplined and that an artist should know 
how to draw. He was in favor of clarity. He considered abstract 
art a temporary aberration, outside the main stream of culture, 


‘*THE VISUAL ARTS ARE A COMPROMISE 
between what we see and what we know,"’ Berenson wrote in a 
book titled “Seeing and Knowing”’ in 1953. Eyes are meant for 
seeing, he said, and it followed that the visual arts should not 
confine themselves to what the artist feels or thinks he knows; 


He termed representation a compromise with chaos, whether 
visual, verbal or musical, and pointed out that the present-day 
rejection of “representational art’’ is ridiculous. 


*‘We shall settle down some day and stop enjoying the sadistic 
or masochistic pleasures of ignoring or combating all values ex- 
cept those that arise from the part of us that is below the belt,” 
he said. “Ears and eyes will reconquer their right to inform 
head and heart, and these will use them for new compromises 
between seeing and knowing, between feeling and thinking.” 


Berenson had as little use of for modern poets and musical 
composers as he had for the abstractionists and cubists. He said 
poets were writing for other poets, composers for other com- 
posers, and most of their product he found ugly and unrewarding, 


‘*‘WHERE DOES THE PUBLIC COME IN, thé 
cultivated public to which we belong, the same public that 
hitherto expected the artist to give shape to things, to enhance, 
to interpret, to fix aspirations, yearnings?’’ he inquired. “‘It asks 
for bread and is given not even a stone.”’ 


Berenson never held a doctor’s degree nor the title of professor 
at a university. He was a life long enemy, in fact, of dry scholars 
ship, but he was an ardent intellectual. He knew a dozen lan- 
guages, ancient and modern, including Sanskrit. His knowledge 
of history and literature was prodigious. 


During World War II, while the Allied forces were beating their 
way up from the heel of Italy and the fighting grew near him, 
the old man read poetry. German parachutists dug in on the 
lawn of the estate where Berenson was staying to hide from the 
Nazis and Fascists. The shelling, he noted in his diary, made it 
impossible to continue with Shelley’s “Prometheus.”

As Dr. Walter has been conducting the Beethoven symphonies 
for 66 years we may be sure that he has left no feature of their 
anatomy or spirit unexamined. So the relaxed, mellow and ex- 
pansive characteristics of his interpretation must represent a 
deep conviction. There is nothing tentative about this perform- 
ance. Dr. Walter's control is complete, the associated artists 
are thoroughly capable and the music has the ring of authority. 

Even so, the first movement is too easy, too unhurried. It 
sounds less like a heaven-storming force in action than the 
memory of such a force. The choral singing in the finale is 
impressive and though the soloists have some difficulty with 
the high passages this is par for the course. Dr. Walter’s 

direction also dampens the wit of the Eighth Symphony some- 

what even though it too receives a thorough, finished perform- 
ance. The Eighth Symphony is recorded on the fourth side. 
(Columbia, Stereophonic, two records in album.) 


PROKOFIEFF’S FIFTH SYMPHONY, one of 
the outstanding orchestral works of the twentieth century, is 
played with artistic distinction’ by the Paris Conservatoire Or- 
chestra under Jean Martinon. This work, with its emotional 
depth and breadth, seems neo-romantic to me but the label is 
not important. It’s wealth of ideas and their ingenious deploy- 
ment in a formal continuum are what count. The performance

Against Mizzou in the 1959 
opener Lucas couldn’t miss with 
his passes, hitting 10 of 11 for 
two touchdowns im a 19-8 game 
at Columbia. Against Army the 
6-foot-1, 185-pound Glassport 
(Pa.) performer was a man of 
distinction, turning in as strong 
a defensive effort as offensively 
in a 17-11 triumph for silver- 
haired Rip Engle’s team. 

Two Interceptions by Richie. 

And this overcast afternoon on 
the Cleveland lakefront, though 
at times his arm erred and the 
Illini alertly ‘grabbed off three of 
his passes, Lucas pressured the 
Big Ten constantly with his run- | 
or-pass option. And not only did 
he throw for 71 yards and run 
for 66, a sizeable total for a 
T-formation quarterback, but he 
also picked off two Orange and 
Blue aerials. 

Although at ‘the finish Penn | 
State had gaified only 36 yards 
more than Illinois, the Nittany 
Lions from the Pennsylvania 
mountains seemed to be in con- 
trol of the situation most of the 
time. If the Big Ten team really 
wasn’t up for this one — and 
that’s possible — at least Capt. 
Bill Burrell, the middle line- 
backer, appeared to be the sec- 
ond All-America player on the 
field. 

The first, of course, would be 
the nifty 21-year-old Lucas, es-| 
pecially if they’re thinking of | 
men who play both ways well, | 
offensively and defensively, and | 
act as though they enjoy every | 
minute of it.

Apartments 
Nearing 
Completion 


A pair of tan brick apartment 
buildings, each with six dwelling 
units, is nearing completion at 
the southwest corner of Dale 
and Collins avenues in Rich- 
mond Heights. The buildings 
are unusual in design in that 
each apartment has its own 
separate entrance. There is no 
common hallway anywhere in 
the development. 

Burks and Landberg, archi- 
tects who designed the property, 
said the goal of the design was 
“each man in his own house,” 
despite there being half a dozen 
dwellings under one roof. Us of 
the separate entrances and of 
individualized styling in the va- 
rious units of the buildings are 
major aspects of the designing. 

Further attention to privacy 
was the use of heavy insulation 
between floors, as well as in 
walls to achieve sound barriers. 
Interior walls between apart- 
ments are 12 inches thick, to ad- 
here to fire code. 

The only exception to. individ- 
ualism in the project is the use 
of a central water heating sys- 
tem and the installation of a 
laundry room in each building 
that is to be shared by tenants. 

The buildings face each other 
across a landscaped central 
court. Every apartment has 
windows on two sides, providing 
for cross ventilation. The win- 
dows are horizontal sliding units 
with lift-out sash. Women can 
lift sash from inside and carry 
them to the kitchen or bathroom 
for washing on both sides. 

Most of the apartments have a 
large living room, a dining area, 
kitchen, two bedrooms and bath 
on one floor. Two, however, are 
arranged with bedrooms and 
bath upstairs. 

Distinctive color schemes, 
wood paneling, colored tile, dif- 
ferent lighting fixtures for each 
unit, colored kitchen cabinets 
emphasize individuality in each 
apartment. 

Each apartment has its own 
gas-fired hot air heating plant. 

In second-floor apartments, 
three vertical wall slots in the 
living room wall borrow light 
from the room for the stairwell 
and create a feeling of greater 
spaciousness in the apartment. 
This arrangement is feasible 
since the stairs serve only the 
one apartment, in each case. 
Painting with accent colors em- 
phasizes this slotted wall design. 

Exterior walls of living rooms 
are laid in stack pattern to give 
variety of wall texture. One 
end wall of living rooms, wood 
paneling has been used.

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Attacking 
Slow Slum 
Clearance 


By EWARD COWAN 
WASHINGTON, D.C. (UPI)— 
David M. Walker, new head of 
the Federal Slum Clearance 
program, believes it suffers 
from two big problems: too 
much red tape in Washington 
and inertia in the cities. 

Walker said in an interview 
that \he is streamlining! Wash- 
ington operations of his \Urban 
Renewal Administration (URA). 
Specifically, he said, technicians 
here will no longer review the 
merits of applications for funds 
approved by the agency's six 
regional offices. 

The inertia problem, Walker 
said, is how to get cities with 
reserved blocs of federal slum 
clearance dollars to execute 
their projects. The URA has 
approved subsidies totaling 
about $1,300,000,000 since 1949 
but has disbursed only $227,- 
000,000. The big gap reflects the 
fact that lots of approved pro}- 
ects are still on the shelf. 


Will Prod Cities. 


To help get them realized, 
Walker plans to prod the cities 
in three ways: the usual verbal 
jabs; refusal to approve new 
projects or scaling them down 
dollar-wise; and some recaptur- 
ing of funds earmarked for 
projects long ago and still un- 
touched because the project is 
stalled. 


Walker, 50, took over as ur 
ban renewal commissioner on 
July 7 after serving 44% yeats 
in Philadelphia, his hometown, 
as regional administrator of the 
Federal Housing and Home Fi- 
nance Agency. 


A former insurance salesman - 
Walker got into the hous 
field in 1943 at the munici 
level in Philadelphia. From, 
1951 to 1955 he was Pennsyl- 
vania’s secretary of labor and 
industry and has been men- 
tioned as a possible candidate 
for governor. 


Of average height and solid 
build, he has blond, wavy hair 


' and a vigorous way of stating 


his case. He discusses slum 
clearance and urban rehabilita- 
tion with enthusiasm and vigor. 


His toughest problem, Walker 
feels, is getting planned local 
slum clearance and rebuilding 
projects into execution. “In too 
many cities the workable pro- 
gram is just e beautiful thing on 
the wall of the mayor’s office,” 
he observed wryly. 

Short of Help. 


He explained that urban re 


~.. newal has been a new concept, 
= as city management goes and 


that, as a natural consequence, 
officials have spent a good deal 
of time and effort trying to get 
squared away on paper how they 
would proceed. Another factor 
has been a shortage of skilled 
personnel. 


“IT am not one to detract from

Problems that have kept some 
cities from executing urban re 
newal plans include interesting 
private redevelopers and raising 
funds to cover the city’s share of 
the costs. 


On federal-aid projects, the 
city pays one-third the net cost 
of acquiring and clearing the 
land and Uncle Sam contributes 
two-thirds. 


When the Urban Renewal Ad- 
ministration approves @ project 
it reserves money for it from 
funds authorized by 
Walker feels that there has been 
too much money tied up for toe 
E ong. By recapturing it he can 
make it available for approval 
of other applications. 

As part of his tidying the pro- 
gram, Walker also expects to 
scale down by about $63,000,000 
an estimated $300,000,000 of 
backed up applications which 
probably will get approval.

Unclean Restaurants 


NEW YORK, Oct. 24 (UPI). 

WHEN A WOMAN EATS OUT, she looks for good house- 
keeping as well as good food. 

Let her spot soiled hands or dirty linen, and the restau- 
rant has lost a customer. . 

That’s the report of a survey conducted by Leo J. 
Shapiro & Associates, a marketing research firm, to deter- 
mine what factors besides unpalatable food makes diners 
lose their appetites in restaurants. The survey, for the 
Linen Supply Association of 
America, was made among 
200 men and women in 
Chicago after preliminary 
surveys in other cities. 

The importance of clean- 

liness showed up in all the 
reports. Slow or poor serv- 
ice, badly prepared food, 
and impolite waiters did 
not make as bad impres- 
sions as poor housekeep- 
ing, especially on women. 
The men questioned com- 
plained, but the women 
were more determined not 
to return to restaurants 
with unclean conditions. 


Eight out of 10 per- 
sons said that during 
the past year, they had 
seen something in res- 
taurants which upset them and made them lose 
their appetites. Topping in the list of offenders 
were cooks with dirty hands. One hundred per cent of 
the women surveyed said they would not return to 
these restaurants.

Washroom maintenance was another yardstick. About 
four persons in 10 said they had found places with unclean 
facilities in the past year.

THE PEOPLE of Jerseyville 
and the surrounding Illinois 
farm area spent an uneasy night 
on Friday, Oct. 9. They won- 
dered where James Gordon 
Palmer had gone after he elud- 
ed a 100-man posse just outside 
town that morning. 


Doors were bolted and win- 
dows were securely fastened. 
Many heads of households slept 
with shotguns, rifles or pistols 
beside their beds. It was un- 
comfortable knowing a _ killer 
was in their midst. 

Police had good reason to 
suspect that Palmer had mur- 
dered Thomas L. Nelson, oper- 
ator of a St. Louis county bait 
and tackle shop, and Mrs. Hazel 
Riley, a Wood River waitress, 
and police knew he had wound- 
ed two persons in his wild flight 
that day. 

Louis Gorman, a Jerseyville 
police commissioner, had visit- 
ed the manhunt scene briefly. 
He thought the posse should be 
limited to uniformed policemen. 

As evening came on Gorman’s 
family grew more nervous. Jim, 
his ll-year-old son, and Jane, 
his 14-year-old daughter, went 
to their parents’ bedroom in the 
night. 

He comforted them, easing 
their fears. He told them not to 
worry, that Palmer had gone 
far away. 

On the way to work the next 
morning, 52-year-old Gorman 
stopped at Sandy’s Cafe. Over 
two cups of coffee he discussed 
the manhunt with Bob Shaw 
and Tom Allen, members of 
the posse. They had kept watch 
at Palmer’s apartment on Pearl 
street all night. 

The search was out of Gor- 
man’s mind by the time he 
reached his office at 404 Frank- 
lin street, Jerseyville.

On TV Space Ships 


NEW YORK, Oct. 24. 
THE 1959 HERO is one of two kinds. He hangs out in jazz 
joints and solves crimes. Or he heads up into outer space. 
This is the year the advertising industry has discovered the 
I Oe heat—actually they stum- 
, bled over that a year or so 
ago—and the countdown. 

There are a couple of 
programs that go into 
outer space as if it were 
the Wild West—"‘The Man 
and the Challenge” and 
“Man. Into Space.” That's 
where the dreams of the 
small fry are concentrated 
and, naturally, there were 
going to be commercial ad- 
venture strips calculated 
to exploit them. Already I 
smell trouble for the 
writers. There just don't 
seem to be enough varia- 
tions on the plot line, Or, 
to put it another way, 
there are no places for the 
hero to go and it gets aw- 
fully cramped ip those 
rocket ships. 

I watched Bill Lundigan, 
hero of “Men Ipte Space” 
Be (he used to sell Chrysiers, 
BILL LUNDIGAN a vehicle as antiquated as 
“eovered wagons in this context), on his way t the moen in 
the X-l. Their problem: the brammisehad didn’t osciplitz 
and, as any kid knows, that means ao third slage power. 
Lundigan went outside to tinker and the next thing you know. 
he was drifting around in outer space. Lost. Well, 
you in suspense, they found him. They had ts, 
weeks to go. But what are they going to do next week or 
all those other weeks? 


Walt Disney has been to the moon, too, beating the 
TV competition there by quite a bit. The Disney Spe- 
cial, called “Tomorrow the Moon,” was a lulu, as are 


most of Disney's things of this nature. It started with 
a review of what primitive man thought of the meen 
and worked up through the centuries, wittily and 
learnedly explaining in cartoons the moon’s held on 
poets (“O swear not by the moon!”’) and novelists lke 
Jules Verne and on superstition and ending with its 
effect on the popular song writer. 


> DURING THE REST OF THE PROGRAM, the Disney staff 
waxed a lot more serious. There was a lot of loose talk about 
building that space station out in the beyond and we were 
shown exactly how that was going to be done, right down to 
artificial gravity. Another space ship rocketed off to the moon 
and, as usual, somebody had to go outside and fix it. That's 
‘the standard mishap like a flat tire on the old Model T in the 
Mack Sennett comedies. 


“Man and the Challenge,” which I’ve discussed in 
an earlier column, opened with a trip into the edge of 
space in a balloon. There seems to be a little more 
room in the gondola of a balloon than a rocket ship 
but sot much. And there really isn’t much to do except 
stare at dials and exclaim: ‘The oxygen regeneration 
system is failing! Break out the oxygen reserve sys- 
tem!”’—and this sort of prose wears thin after a while. 


IT’S FUNNY but the immensities of space have nowhere 

. near the variety of the average western landscape. It's just 
black and awfully dull. The moon landscape doesn’t offer much 
relief either. All those rocks and craters and not even a tree. 


When I was a boy, I was reared on the Martian adventures 
of John whatsisname by Edgar Rice Burroughs. Mars—at least 
Edgar Rice Burroughs’s Mars—was a marvelously interesting 
place. The women were red but beautiful. The men rocketed 
around in their own little space ships—but they fought with 

' swords, a contradiction in logic that disturbed no one, least 
of all me. The cities were beautiful and frightfully civilized. I 
can’t wait until we get beyond the moon and on our way to 
the more distant and presumably more civilized planets. 


That will be any day now, I expect. We can’t spend the 
rest of our lives in those space ships. The heroes are going to 
have to arrive some place. Of course, ‘““‘Wagon Train” never 
got anywhere but, at least, they got out of the wagons at night 
and sat around the fire. It gave the actors room to move 
around in.

The 27-foot fiber- 
glass statue was erected out of 
the gratitude for what the 
townspeople felt was a miracle. 

Across the river were the 
Alton Bluffs. Sailboats glided 
and speedboats zoomed by. A 
strong wind blew off the river. 
The visitors gazed at the statue, 
walked around it, put quarters in 
the slot, and some tried to take 
pictures of it. 

By this time there was a 
steady stream of trippers mov- 
ing both ways on the causeways. 
With the early arrivers I walked 
back toward the busses. Mrs. 
Curran’s yard was overflowing 
with people looking at the cer- 
amics, fingering the  hand- 
loomed stuff, and peeping in the 
windows of her house. 

It was mid-afternoon and the 
church women were cleaning up 
the debris.

On the way home the at- 
mosphere was different from 
that on the trip out.

Past the split-level 
houses and the acres of grass 
and miles of sky, back to an 
apartment, perhaps, or a little 
house with a tiny lawn.

THE BOOM IN CO-OP LIVING: Already multiplying rapid- 
ly in metropolitan areas, tenant-owned apartments now boom 
in Florida, Arizona, other resort areas. They seem to have 
increasing appeal for widows and retired people living on in- 
vested income. Reports an Institute of Real Estate Manage- 
ment official, himself a co-op dweller: Investment in a co-op 
apartment provides dividends in lower monthly payments. 
Usually, monthly maintenance charges run 30 to 50 per cent 
under rent for similar quarters in rental buildings. Also, 30 
to 40 per cent of monthly charge is tax-deductible. Attracting 
many people to co-op investment now is a relatively new 
three-way escape clause. It permits a tenant-owner to sub- 
lease for any price he wishes, sell for any price he can get— 
or, if he can’t sell or rent, allows him to surrender his apart- 
ment to the corporation, losing equity but becoming free of 
further assessments.

ANDREW LANGE beside

THERE IS TALK among the 
gloomier White Hunters in Brit- 
ish East Africa that the romance 
of the safari is nearing trail’s end. 
The White Hunters figure that if 
politics doesn’t kill off the safari 
business accidentally by giving 
Africa back to the Africans, 
the dwindling game supply will 
force safaris to an ignoble halt. 
Whatever happens to the safaris, 
Andrew Lange of St. Louis coun- 
ty will not be deprived. He has 
had his safari. He heard Africa 
roar and he gave it both barrels. 

Lange unloaded a lifetime of 
yearning in his East Africa sa- 
fari this past summer. He is a 
field service representative at the 
Ford Motor Co. Clayton office. 
He put $8000 of his savings into 
the safari, a high price for a 
working man to cure a yearning. 
He thinks he got a bargain and 
his luck knows no bounds be- 
cause his wife, Josephine, thinks 
he got a bargain, too. She stayed 
home and dusted. the mounted 
deer heads in his game room 
while he was in Africa. 

He brought home a lot of 
Africa in color movies, color 
slides and assorted, expensively 
dead African animals. He has to 
add a room to his home at 9218 
Litzinger road to house the tro- 
phies. That is the least.he can 
do for Africa after all Africa 
did for him. 

“T’ve always. been interested 
in guns and hunting,” Lange 
said. “I’ve wanted to go on sa- 
fari since I was a boy. I’m 55 
and I’ve had this dream of going 
on a safari for 40 years. I know 
anticipation is supposed to be 
half the fun but I don’t think it 
was for me. Going on safari was 
greater than I thought it could 
be.” 

Going on safari isn’t what it 
was 30 or 40 years ago when 
one millionaire says to the other 
millionaire,““Reginald, let’s take 
the year off and yacht over to 
Kenya or Tanganyika. Lions and 
elephants and all that rag-time, 
you know.” 

Getting there is swift and easy 
by air. Getting out among the 
African targets is not swift. The 
preliminaries take time. The 
free-and-easy days of stopping 
the first native and asking direc- 
tions to the nearest lion and ele- 
phant are long gone. Lange pre- 
pared for his-safari a year in 
advance, working with one of 
the licensed companies, Ker and 
Downey. Dropping in on Africa 
to fire a couple of quick rounds 
just isn’t done any more. 

A safari company will not take 


on a client for less than a two- 
week hunt and considers that 
practically a waste of time. The 
minimum recommended time for 
a safari is three weeks. Lange 
was on safari 30 days, the com- 
pany’s idea of the proper way to 
do things. The theory is that a 
man needs at least a week to 
adjust to the brush country, to 
get his rifles set to the game 
and the distances, and the re- 
maining three weeks to be cer- 
tain of getting all he came after. 


Lange and the White Hunter 
assigned him, a $700-a-month 
company man named Roy 
Home, made out a game list. 
This list is a point of White 
Hunter honor. What the client 
puts on the list, the client is 
supposed to get; sort of a laun- 
dry list with morals. So the 
White Hunter tried to talk 
Lange out of listing a lion. 
Lions take to the thicket in the 
hunting area assigned Lange’s 
safari. Thickets pluck the mane. 
Thicket lions make very shaggy 
rugs. The St. Louis Zoo has 
much prettier lions; Lange 
could go see them whenever 
he felt lonely for a lion. Briefly 
the White Hunter didn’t feel he 
could guarantee a lion. 


“Lion,” said Lange. “Lion,” 
said the White Hunter, sigh- 
ing. 


They got the lion, in a thicket. 
Asleep. His mane was what the 
White Hunter had said it would 
be, thicket-plucked. Lange was 
thicket-plucked, too. The White

Hunter’s flat statement that the 
only way they’d shoot a lion 
would be to get lucky and find 
one napping hadn’t sounded 
sporting to Lange until he started 
prowling the thicket looking for 
lazy lions. A little bit of thicket- 
crawling convinced him any lion 
sleeping in thickets deserved to 
be shot. 

The White Hunter was a self- 
styled ‘‘camera bug’”’ and a good 
one so Lange has excellent se- 
quences on his own camera of 
himself being loved to the bruis- 
ing point by the natives for kill- 
ing a lion. When he killed a 
leopard the natives were so de- 
lighted they hoisted him in the 
air and played catch with him, 
a supreme honor. 


Home’s shooting was all cam- 
era-work. White Hunters back up 
the client with a rifle but it is 
extremely bad form for the pro- 
fessional to use his weapon un- 
less the client’s animal gets with- 
in clubbing distance. The White 
Hunter’s first act on safari with 
Lange was to set up a target the 
size of a tobacco can for 
Lange to fire at. When Lange 
showed he was an_ excellent 
marksman the White Hunter said 
gratefully that the hardest part 
of the safari was over for him. 


The next most difficult prob- 
lems were the lion and the ele- 
phant. The lion came easier than 


expected because native spy re- 
ports proved more acurate 
than usual. There are about 175 
White Hunters licensed to oper- 


ate in British East Africa and 
most of them encourage natives 
to hang around the safari camp, 
swapping information. 

“Roy had a complete first- 
aid kit,” Lange said. “He was 
prepared to give emergency 
treatment to about anything that 
could come up. Every morning 
I'd come out of my tent and 
find a string of natives, squat- 
ting, their heads turned up. They 
wanted Murine in their eyes. 
The dust and sand of the brush 
country give them a lot of eye 
trouble. In exchange they'd give 
us information on the local game 
situation.” 

The local game report de- 
pended considerably on the nui- 
sance value of the game to the 
natives. An elephant browsing 
in a native’s bean patch wasn’t 
just.a garden elephant, it was 
the biggest elephant in Africa. 
A lion sampling a native’s herd 
of bony cattle had a mane so 
heavy he wore it in braids. 

“The technique,”’ said Roy, “‘is 
to take the reported splendor of 
the animal and cut it in half. If 
that still sounds too good you cut 
it in half again to get pretty 
close to the truth. The natives 
aren't allowed firearms so a Sa- 
fari can do them a great favor, 
ridding the neighborhood of a 
marauding elephant or lion.” 


Lange’s movies include re- 
vealing shots that he did not 
intend to be revealing political- 
ly or socially. Part of the time 
they were traveling what had 
been Mau-Mau country. His 
movies show a happy group of 
people, some in half-and-half 
costumes, a white-man shirt 
and a native skirt, and none 
of them related in sympathy 
or action with the beer-hall 
rioters current in news pictures. 
Lange’s only recurring uneasi- 
ness was the frequent sight of 
a native standing in the brush, 
waving a spear at the safari’s 
Land Rover. 


“Every time I thought, ‘Oh-oh, 
this is it, there’s a hundred more 
of ‘em behind every bush, like 
Apaches,’” Lange said. 

Each time, the spear-waving 
turned out to be the East Afri- 
can hitch-hiker’s signal. Roy 
would slow the Land Rover, the 
native would jump onto the rear 
and ride for several hundred 
yards, then drop off. That satis- 
fied his life-time ambition for an 
automobile ride. 

A spear-waving native in the 
morning line at camp one day 
reported the safari was in luck 
with two magnificent finds: a 
splendidly tusked elephant and 
himself, the greatest tracker in 
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elephant he brought down with one shot. The tusks weighed 64 pounds, considered a most respectable weight. 


Africa. Coming upon elephants 
hadn't been a problem, but find- 
ing an elephant that met the 
White Hunter’s minimum stand- 
ard of 50-pound tusks had not 
been done. They hired the 
tracker, In no time at all he as- 
tonished them with his ignorance 
of the countryside. 

They fired Africa’s greatest 
tracker but had to rescue him 
later. He was roaming the coun- 
tryside. Lost. The White Hunter 
and Lange found an elephant on 
their own, a monster the White 
Hunter estimated at 60 years of 
age and going 65 pounds in the 
tusks. 

Lange had been three weeks 
on safari by this time and the 
elephant looked good to him. He 
had been learning a lot about 
elephants. They had come across 
numerous loners, elephants with 
social problems they wanted to 
work out away from the common 
herd of elephants. The first rule 
of observing elephants is, watch 
their ears. When the elephant 
looks the observer's way and 
wags his elephantine ears, don’t 
wave back. Run. He's spotted 
you and tons of curiosity on the 
gallop is a race to avoid. 

An ambling elephant isn’t 
much improvement over a run- 
ning elephant, right on top of 
a man, so a little light burns 
in every safari tent at night. 
This is a detour sign for ele- 
phants. The distance from an 
elephant’s feet to his eyes is so 
great the beast has only a 
vague notion where it’s going 
in the dark and big as it is, 
the elephant doesn’t much care. 
Anything that can move in 
time will get out of the way; 
anything else the elephant will 
go over, or through. But the 
elephant is suspicious of lights 
and will shy away. 


Looking at this 
elephant, Lange made a deci- 
sion. He’d take it. The White 
Hunter demurred. What if they 
saw a bigger one tomorrow? 
Lange said he'd risk that. Risk- 
ing more, he moved within 35 
yards of the elephant. Sissy 
range for an elephant hunter. 
Lange fired, aiming at a shoul- 
der. An elephant is the only crea- 
ture in Africa that can’t move 
on three legs. The elephant 
came crashing down, all two 
stories of him. 

The natives rushed up and in- 
vited Lange to cut off the tail, 
the first and irrefutable proof of 
conquest, the only thing that 
can’t be separated from an ele- 
phant one way or another while 
it’s alive and kicking. Lange was 
more interested in satisfying him- 
self on the White Hunter's abil- 
ity to estimate weight of tusks. 
The natives began the job of 
tusk-removal. 

They cleaved the head with 
axes. The tusk sockets were two 
and a half feet into the skull. 
The elephant had fallen in pro- 
file so the job of removing the 
underneath tusk was tackled the 
hard way, in a straight line 
through the skull. 

Other natives punctured a hole 
in the side. Air escaped for sev- 
eral minutes, making a sound 
like a baby siren. Lange stood 
and worked his movie camera, 
getting a scene he could have 
achieved by staying home and 
tossing a bomb into a cattle pen. 
He also got two tusks, the ear 
that was top-side, and one tail, 
which he threw away. The White 
Hunter got the satisfaction of 
weighing the tusks—644 pounds. 

Two days later they saw a 
lone elephant. ‘Seventy - five 
pounder,” Roy said sadly as it 
ambled past, safe from them be-

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’ Trials Beset Music 


Making in Moscow 


By Doc Quigg 
NEW YORK, Oct. 24 (UPI). 

PRODUCING A TELEVISION SHOW in Moscow can be a 
bit of a trial for an American producer, particularly if he 
needs to use the telephone in his work. You have to know the 

number of the person 
you're calling. There are 
no telephone books. 

Robert Saudek and his 
staff were unable to locate 
a telephone book in their 
Moscow hotel when they 
made the premiere pro- 
gram of the Leonard Bern- 
stein and the New York 

* Philharmonic series, The 
show will be seen on 
KMOX-TV at 4:30 p.m, to- 
day. 

The Russians started 
printing a Moscow phone 
book about a year ago 
but distribution has been 
poor. Saudek says he 
never saw one. There’s 
no “information” operator 
either. 

LEONARD BERNSTEIN Aswmney prokiem: How 
do you translate “Billy the 

Kid” into Russian? On the show, Bernstein has the Philhar- 
monic play a suite from the Aaron Copland ballet. The pro- 
gram called for cards identifying the selection for the audience. 

“The translators went to work,” Sudek recalled in an in- 
terview. ‘They just couldn’t seem to get over the meaning of 
‘kid’ in that phrase. They tried ‘boy’ and ‘little boy.’ No good. 
They finally ended up with ‘Fellow Billy.” It was the closest 
they could get.” 

FURTHER PROBLEM: After three months of trying, 
Saudek got visas for himself and six staff members to enter 
Russia, but he never got permission to take equipment and 
technicians in. They finally used Russian cameras and tech- 
nicians, and Saudek said both were excellent. A battery of 
interpreters—all women—broke through the language barrier. 

The Russians do not have TV tape. The crew for the 
Bernstein show used 35 millimeter film, working with four 
cameras. “It’s beautifully done,’’ Saudek reported. 

The first half of the show is Bernstein’s customary ex- 
planation of the music he is conducting—in this case a com- 
parison of the Copland suite dealing with the American frontier, 
and the Shostakovich Seventh Symphony which the composer 
dedicated to besieged Leningrad in 1941. The show was made 
in the great hall of the Tschaikowski Conservatory before a 
Russian audience of more than 1500. 

BERNSTEIN SPOKE IN ENGLISH. Saudek had Bern- 
stein’s prepared text translated into Russian and printed on 


' Jeaflets so the audience could follow along. It was a nice idea, 


but the leaflets never arrived at the hall. They had to get an 
interpreter to address the audience in advance about what was 
going to take place. 

The orchestra started rehearsing at 9 a.m. for the show 
and went right through until 5:30 p.m., when the show was 
completed. During the performance, one musician fainted from 
fatigue. After the performance the orchestra had to dash for 
dinner and then into its closing Moscow concert, ending at 
ll p.m. 

NOT ALL CONFUSION in Moscow is over phone numbers. 
Bernstein had messaged Boris Pasternak, the Russian author, 
saying he would like to see him while in Moscow. He got an 
answer from a woman, in a letter written in French, saying, in 
effect, “Get in touch with me and I will take you to see 
Pasternak, who wants to meet you.” 

The letter bore no return address. Mrs. Bernstein solved 
this communications impasse. She got in a cab, went to the 
suburb where Pasternak lives, and spotted him walking along 
the street. She jumped out, hailed him, introduced herself— 
and the Bernsteins spent the evening visiting in Pasternak’s 
home. 

Both Pasternak, author of the book “‘Dr. Zhivago,”’ and 
composer Shostakovitch appear briefly on the show. 

The Philharmonic, with Bernstein conducting, will be 
heard on KMOX at 8 p.m. today. The orchestra will perform 
Charles Ives’s “The Unanswered Question,” a selection that 
brought both praise and criticism when presented in Moscow. 
Other works on today’s program will be by Igor Stravinsky 
and Hector Berlioz.

AUTUMN IS HERE in earnest 
and the next 10 days will see 
the peak of the color.

IN THE PART OF CAPTAIN | 
SHOTOVER, Mr. Evans has 


every reason to impersonate 
Shaw, for the part is Shaw. 
When Shaw started to write 
“Heartbreak House” he was 
recording in his own sardonic 
style what he had seen and 
heard in some of the great 
house of England while the war 
clouds were rising to the east. 


THERE WAS PERSONAL 
HEARTBREAK in his experience 
of the agreeable people he knew 


and visited. Under the frivolity | 


of the dialogue there was a 
measure of sadness. Chekhov 
was his model at the time. 
“Heartbreak House” is a varia- 
tion of ‘“‘The Cherry Orchard.” 


Although the current perform- 
ance is bright and decorative, it 
is mostly in one dimension on the 
surface. It is best when Evans 
goes at it with the clarity and 
vigor of a veteran Shavian, and 
when Sam Levene applies his 
startled eyes and rising vocal in- 
flections to the part of Boss Man- 
gan, the merchant.

NCE EVERY AUTUMN, somewhere in Mis- 
souri, the crisp air of a country morning 
is pierced with a symphony of sounds 

like no other on this earth — the baying of more 
than 200 hounds in full cry on a fox hunt. De- 
spite the din, most owners can spot their dogs 
in the pack by characteristics that set the 
voices apart. 

The event is the field trial of the Missouri 
Fox Hunters’ Association, which has been 
staging the affair annually since 1913, except 
in the war years. This year it was near Sul- 
livan, 70 miles southwest of St. Louis, with 
about 100 members casting 237 dogs in com- 
petition for 21 silver trophies. For the owners, 
as for the hounds and the foxes, it is a time 
of high excitement. But the owners must be 
content to remain at the starting point with 
ears cocked to judge the dogs’ performance 
by the long-drawn or choppy yelps. yawps 
and high-pitched cries that come echoing 
back on the cool, clean breezes. 

Most are fox hunters from the forks of the 
creeks. They have been through county or 
regional hunts—less serious affairs with 
social overtones of a community outing — 
but the state event is a more business-like 
sporting event. Three days of competition 
end with a bench show. 

The association has only about 500 mem- 
bers paying $1 dues for themselves and $2 
entry fees for their hounds, but it is estimated 
that Missouri has approximately 10,000 fox 
hunters. Because the emphasis is on the 
chase and not on catching and killing the fox, 
the quarry almost always gets away to a hole 
in the ground or some other place out of reach. 
Then the hounds are rounded up to be taken 
back home. The hunters maintain that the fox, 
a sporting animal, actually gets a kick out 
of the hunt, too.

It involves building 
1l miles of earthen levees and con- 
crete floodwalls to keep the Mississippi 
River from flooding low-lying areas 
within the city limits. 

To insure good drainage into the 
river at times of high water, existing 
sewer systems will be consolidated 
and 27 pumping stations will be built. 
Much of the levee-building consists, 
in simple terms, of taking sand from 
the river and shaping it into a continu- 
ous barrier along the bank.

Six-Year-Old Is Key Witness 


Girl’s Testimony Frees 
Father in Murder Trial 


ESTIMONY of Duncan Hansen’s 6-year-old daugh- 
ter, Nancy, was a key factor in his acquittal after 
trial on a charge of murdering his divorced wife in 

Chicago. Hansen and his wife, Susan, a socially promi- 
nent Chicagoan, were students at Washington University 
in St. Louis in 1951-52 and he became a schoolteacher. 

On a teacher's salary he could not give her the 
luxuries to which she was accustomed, he said, and they 
were divorced last April. One Sunday morning, four 
weeks later, Hansen went to the home of his former wife 
to take Nancy and two younger children to church, as it 
was agreed that he should. He found Susan dead on the 
floor of a bedroom, her body scratched and beaten and 
her neck broken. 

She had planned to be married again in three weeks, 
to a psychiatrist she had met when’ her husband went 
to him for treatment. Suspicion turned on Hansen im- 
mediately. He had a cut on his head, but explained it 
by saying he got it when scoring the pole vault at a high 
school track meet. Suspicion grew when police read his 
diary. One entry was about a dream that he had 
drowned his wife; another read: “My hate for Susan 
consumes me... .” ) 

At the trial, which lasted three weeks, Hansen main- 
tained that Susan was killed by a prowler. But Nancy 
was the star witness. The judge permitted her to testify 
but not to talk with her father, not even to touch his hand. 
The girl said she heard no scream and supported his 
story that her mother was dead when her father arrived. 
A jury of 10 men and two women set him free after 72 
minutes of deliberation.

Care must be 
exercised in stirring over the 
proper degree of heat so as to 
prevent curdling. Dressing has 
to be hot when poured over the 
vegetables so it will moisten and 
penetrate the potatoes.

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MY BOYHOOD IDOL 


Star of the Boston Celtics, world’s pro basketball champions 


BOSTON, MASS. 


OST EVERY BOY has a hero, someone he idolizes. 
Joe DiMaggio, for instance, was the idol of 
most of the kids on my block when I was a boy growing 
up in New York City. But somehow, for reasons I don’t 
completely understand, my idols have never been fa- 
mous people. | | 

My heroes—and they weren't really heroes—were 
much closer at hand. They were other kids, a year or 
two older, who could do things better than I could. If 
a fellow were a better basketball player, for instance, 
I would set my sights on him—first to be as good as he 
was, then to be better. When I did pass him, I picked 
someone else, so that I always had a new and higher 
goal to reach. 

There was Frank Higgins, for example. During my 
last year in high school, he was the best basketball 
player in our neighborhood. When we would choose 
up sides for a game in the schoolyard, he was always 
first to be picked. 

Frank became my idol, in the sense that I wanted 
to be as good as he was. And as the months went by, 


playing with him in high school and on the play- 
grounds, I could see I was edging closer in ability. 

One day there was exciting news for both of us: 
Boston College had offered us scholarships. We went 
up to Boston to try out. Frank was chosen. Although 
the college also offered to take me, I decided to accept 
a scholarship from Holy Cross. 

During the next four years, I played against Frank 
four times. He developed into a fine ball player—but 
never once did he and his Boston College teammates 
beat Holy Cross. 

Today, when I see kids idolizing Mickey Mantle, 
Elvis Presley—yes, and I guess Bob Cousy—I some- 
times wonder whether it wouldn’t be better if they 
idolized people they know. Mickey Mantle may be one 
of the best players in baseball, but most youngsters are 
not likely ever to talk to him and so he can’t be much 


help. Instead, I would prefer to see my two children 


model themselves after the boys or girls they know — 
those who are tops in school work or in sports. 
And then go out and top them. ®

The wonders of 


Bunched together, Boston Floating Hospital surgeons operate on a baby on crib-like table.

HITE-GOWNED DOCTORS and nurses moved 

quietly in the operating room, preparing 
for extremely tricky surgery. When the patient was 
wheeled in, you could feel the tension in the sterile- 
smelling air. 

Hunched over, shoulder to shoulder, the surgical 
team worked and sweated. Their job: to repair a 
hole in the patient's heart as big as a quarter. A 
mechanical heart and lung stood by to help. It 
would “live” for the patient until her heart was 
mended. 

Minutes after the operation was over, she 
awakened and looked up through foggy, teary eyes, 
pleading, “Mommy, Mommy .. .” 

For the patient was only 2 years old. Working 


in tiny areas where inch fractions mean every- — 


thing, surgeons had saved her life—indeed, assured 
her a normal heartbeat for perhaps 70 years. 

This is the miracle of childhood surgery today. 
Thousands of youngsters from the age of one hour 
are being saved by incredibly precise, daring opera- 
tions, many of them unheard of or unsafe prior to 
World War II. 

Behind the miracle are sweeping new discoveries 
concerning body-fluid balance, blood replacement, 
and anesthesia. Findings in anesthesia, for example, 
enable safe operations for up to eight or 10 hours 
in children. In the medical centers of Boston, 
Cleveland, Baltimore, Dallas, and elsewhere, child- 
hood operations represent one of the most hopeful 
of treatment frontiers. 


This is all the more true because of its many 
unique and warm dimensions. There is the child 
clutching a doll, waiting to be examined, the wor- 
ried parents wondering “how such a little thing” 
can submit to surgery, the doctors themselves aware 
of the enormity of their responsibility. 

Charged emotions aside—and there are many 
—consider the almost unbelievable measures taken 
in the new pediatric surgery: 

Instruments can breathe for the tiny patient. A 
tube one-eighth inch in diameter or less can be 
inserted into the baby’s windpipe. 

Each heartbeat, each pulse beat can be moni- 
tored during surgery. If the heart stops, it often can 
be restarted by one of several techniques—electri- 
cal stimulation, hand massage, or others. 

Ice or cooling pads can be used to slow blood 
circulation, metabolism, the “pace of life” itself. 

An électronic record-keeper can chart the child’s 
temperature every second of the operation —essen- 


_ tial if certain complications are to be avoided. 


Consider an even more striking aspect of the new 
pediatric surgery—the size of patients themselves. 

Nowadays, a baby 1 hour, 1 week, 1 year old can 
be operated upon with essentially the same degree 
of safety. Age is no barrier to surgery. 

But a tiny baby may be only 22 inches or so long. 
His tissues may be so thin and film-like that the 
surgeon. must view them through ~ magnifying 
glasses, or he may have to rely on his sense of touch. 
Special miniature instruments must be used to

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reach into areas not much larger than a fingernail. 

Yet, despite such problems, the record of surgery 
for children today as compared to a generation ago 
is little short of astounding. 

At least 18 operations for childhood heart con- 
ditions alone are now performed that were un- 
known before World War II, according to Dr. C. 
Walton Lillehei of the University of Minnesota. 

In some of these conditions, operative success is 
95 per cent. In other words, better than nine out of 
10 children once condemned to impairment or 
death are living normal childhoods, romping hap- 
pily toward adolescense and adulthood. 

Some such heart operations involve total “heart 
stop.” One of the first to undergo it was a 17- 
month-old boy in Cleveland. His heart beat was 
shut down 13 minutes during the surgical repair. 
Today, he is normal and bouncy. 

He underwent surgery after 1954. Largely since 
that year, thousands of similarly complicated oper- 
ations have been performed successfully in the U.S. 

As if that weren't enough, consider the follow- 
ing from Dr. Orvar Swenson, surgeon-in-chief of 
the famed Boston Floating Hospital, pediatric unit 
of the New England Medical Center: 

Small children with blocked intestinal tracts 
were doomed in 50 to 80 per cent of the cases 20 
years ago. Today, surgery corrects their obstruc- 
tions in about nine cases out of 10. 

Not only does the youngster come through with 
flying colors, but he is not hobbled by post-surgical 
aftereffects. Thus, he can proceed normally through 
childhood—and the rest of his life. 

The same holds true for other conditions. In 
one, where a throat pathway is blocked, every baby 
died 20 years ago. Today, surgery saves 7 in 10. 

At times babies are born with a stretched large 
intestine. This condition is known as Hirsch- 
sprung’s disease. Twenty years ago, most babies 
died of this disorder in the first year of life. Today, 
because of an operation pioneered by Dr. Swenson 
and first performed by him in 1947, almost every 


baby can be cured. Continued on page 8

Even more remarkable is the fact that competent 
surgery for this condition.produces a perfectly normal 
baby 95 per cent of the time. 

Overall, it is safe to say that pediatric surgery today 
is twice as safe, twice as efficient, and twice as broad 
in scope as it was 20 years ago. 

There still are failures, of course, still conditions 
that stymie the surgeon. (Brain tumors in the very 
young are, perhaps, the most tragic of these.) But in 
an increasing number of heart, chest, stomach, or 
other mechanical conditions, the outlook is more hope- 
ful than ever. 

Still, you realize when visiting a hospital like 
Boston Floating, where all the patients are youngsters, 
that you are in a very special place. 

An air of helplessness surrounds a child in a hos- 
pital bed, and this is transmitted to his parents, whose 
fears and anxieties in turn are felt by the youngster 
himself. There is something awful and overwhelming 
about operating on a human being so small and so 
vulnerable. 

Yet in a sense the very young are not so vulnerable. 
There are distinct advantages to surgery for the very 
young, and some disadvantages, too. 

Babies have marvelous endurance and bounce-back 
power. Often, in the face of what would be over 
whelming complications for the adult, the baby’s heart 
still thumps away with marvelous regularity, and other 
vital body processes go on apparently unhindered. 

As Dr. Swenson points out: “In a baby, all the parts 
are new. There has been no time for wear and tear, 
as in a grown-up.” 

Babies hardly ever get life-threatening post-opera- 
tive pneumonia—as adults do. Nor are post-operative 
blood clots a problem in children. 


“Somehow, it's Not the Same” 


A baby roars back after surgery. A few hours after 
a hernia or tonsil operation, he may be crying for 
his formula or for ice cream. An adult, after either of 
the same two relatively simple operations, is likely to 
grouse back to normal, and then not for some days. 

And then, of course, babies are born healers. The 
tissue fairly jets into a state of repair, for this is the 
time of greatest growth and cellular “strength.” 

What are the special dangers in this age group? 
Complications can develop on the operating table in 
a matter of seconds. Vital substances in an 8-pound 
baby, for example, must be kept in hair-trigger balance. 
Actually, the margin of safety in a baby of this weight 
is one-twentieth what it is in a 160-pound adult. And 
finally, the area on which the operation is performed 
is so small that the slightest slip, the, slightest mis- 
calculation, can bring about less than optimum results. 

That is why the pediatric surgical team represents 
a breed apart. As one member of the Boston Floating 
Hospital staff puts it: 

“There is tremendous responsibility, of course, with 
a patient who is 40 or 50 or 60. But you know he al- 
ready has lived most of his life. 

“It's not the same, somehow, when you look down 
and see a tiny baby. You realize that his entire life is 
ahead of him. You realize that, in your own hands, you 
hold 60, 70, or 80 years . . .” s

3 False. If you try one approach at a time, 
you'll never know whether you've got the best 
offer; you'll get only one at a time. If you 
try everything simultaneously, you'll be in a 
position to choose the best available. 

4 False. Most executives resent attempts to 
get out of channels. Applications addressed 
to any executive usually are rerouted to the 
personnel department. 

5 False. While you should not stretch out to 
additional pages a story that can be told in 
one, never hesitate to use an extra page or 
two if they are essential in telling your story 
effectively.

' BRIGHT STUDENTS 


How can we keep them from quitting school? 


by OLGA CURTIS 


DETROIT, MICH. 
tS pmame pE LAURER, the tall, good-looking boy on 

these pages, represents one of the most pressing 
problems in U.S. education. Ronnie has the kind of 
potential the nation needs in the current global battle 
of brains. He has a superior IQ of 125. He likes to read, 
and can work hard at his studies when he wants to. He 
has a technical turn of mind, and each week devours 
three or four magazines on mechanics. 

Yet last February, just after he reached the required 
age of 16, Ronnie walked into the guidance office at 
Trombly Trade Scheol here and announced he was 
quitting school. 

School officials, having met determined boys like 
Ronnie before, didn’t argue. They simply marked 
down another of those little defeats that, piled up, 
could determine the shape of history. In the current 
surge of technology, educators and Government ofh- 
cials have warned that our future could well depend 


on getting all the potential out of each young mind. 

Of the eight million or so high school students, 
somewhere between 15 and 25 per cent qualify as 
“bright”—potential college material. Yet of the bright 
students, nearly half never enter college. More im- 
portant, one in six does not even finish high school. 
And Seymour Wolfbein, who reeently studied the 
problem for the U.S. Labor Department, declared that 
in new and complex fields like electronics, even skilled 
labor requires at least a high-school education. 

With such a future, why do bright students leave 
school? In the case of Ronnie DeLaurier, the official 
excuse was “financial reasons.” Among dropouts, both 
bright and not-so-bright, money is a common alibi. 
Others frequently given are “family reasons,” “to en- 
list,” “to get married.” 

But often the announced reason for leaving school 
covers up the real reason. Like Ronnie, many bright

Real reason for many of the dropouts: 


dropouts often will admit if pressed: 

“I just couldn’t get interested in 
school.” 

Ronnie's school record reflects his 
zigzagging interest. Like many drop- 
outs, he gave warning signals several 
years before he actually quit. (Wolf- 
bein, in fact, says some dropouts can 
be spotted as early as elementary 
school.) At Jackson Junior High, he 
failed English twice and math once. 
At other times, he drew grades as high 
as B in both. 

Entering Southeastern High last fall, 
he signed up for an academic course. 
As at Jackson, his academic record and 
his attendance record were poor. Eng- 
lish in particular gave him trouble. Al- 
though he likes to read, he wouldn’t 
cope with a steady diet of writing 
essays for his teachers. 


High Cost of Dating 


“It was always handing in the right 
papers,” Ronnie says. “I like math and 
science, but nobody ever asked me what 
I knew or what I wanted to know. So I 
decided to transfer to Trombly and take 


But a trade school wasn’t the answer, 
either. The work seemed too easy.

“You know what a date costs,” he 
complains. “I figure I need $6 just for a 
medium-sized eater.

“But the only job they'd 
give me was stacking cans in a super- 
market. And I lasted only three days.”

“I know now,” he says, “that what I 
did was silly.

Why, I may even go on to col- 
lege—even if I have to go to night 
school.” 

Even if Ronnie does not go to col- 
lege, Detroit school officials will con- 
sider his return to education a victory. 
Of those who enter the job upgrading 
program, only one in 20 goes back to 
the classroom. Each return is a cause 
for rejoicing, and when the boy is 
bright, there is extra rejoicing. 


The Problem Ahead 


But getting Ronnie back to class still 
does not answer the basic question— 
how to keep youngsters with such po- 
tential from frittering it away in the 
first place.

Will this chemical casting work’? 


ROME, ITALY. 

N THE PAST four years Sophia Loren— 

the buxom, olive-skinned, green-eyed 
gamin from the slums of Naples who became 
an international movie queen—has starred 
in 11 major American motion pictures. 

At salaries ranging from $75,000 to 
$250,000 a film, she has acted opposite such 
top box-office names as Bill Holden, Frank 
Sinatra, John Wayne, Cary Grant, Alan 
Ladd, Tony Perkins, and Tab Hunter. Yet, 
of all her films released to date, only one, 
Houseboat with Cary Grant, has shown any 
substantial profit potential. 

Why is this? 3

What's being done about all this?

Her answer. “No, I don’t think so. I am al- 
ways better playing against older men, men 
like you say, old enough to be my father. | 
am more simpatica with them, like with 
my husband Carlo. He is also old enough to 
be my father. [Ponti is 46.] 

“When I am cast against younger men like 
Tony Perkins or Tab Hunter, the relationship 
is wrong. I dominate them. I don’t mean to, 
but that’s the way it comes out on the screen. 
Although I am 25, I do not seem to have any 
real age. It is not wrong for me to play oppo- 
site John Wayne or Cary Grant, or now Clark 
Gable.

“This casting business is important in that 
it brings the first line of moviegoers into the 
theaters.

She's very attrac- 
tive,to my way of thinking, loaded with sex 
appeal. The story line is laid in Italy. She’s a 
good actress. She seemed a natural for the 
part. 

“The only possible misgiving is that she’s 
made so darn many pictures so quickly. There 
always seem to be two or three Loren films 
in distribution simultaneously. That’s not a 
good thing because you’re competing against 
yourself. I think she’s making a big mistake-in 
doing that, but it’s none of my affair. All I'm 
interested in is making this picture a big suc- 
cess. I've got 10 per cent of the gross.” 

That Loren has been guilty of overexpo- 
sure virtually everyone in the film industry 
agrees except Sophia and her husband. 

Says Ponti: “She is in big demand. All over 
the world they want Sophia to make pic- 
tures.” 

Says Sophia, “I work because I adore 
working. What else should I do?” 

An Italian producer formerly associated 
with both Sophia and her husband offers this: 

“It’s very simple when you understand 
Sophia’s unfortunate background. As a child 
she was thin, emaciated, an ugly duckling. I 
cannot describe the almost hopeless poverty 
she lived in. ; 
~ “Now the three most important things in 
the world to her are money, marriage, and po- 


sition. As a movie star she has them, and she _ 


plans to keep it that way—by working.” 

Sophia Loren herself admits, “I have every- 
thing I ever wanted or any woman ever 
wanted. Now I want more of the same.” 

There is, however, one blight on her es- 
cutcheon of happiness, which Sophia doesn't 
like to talk about. Here, in her native Italy, 
her marriage to Carlo Ponti is not recognized 
as legal. 


A Marriage by Proxy 


They were married by proxy in Mexico in 
September 1957, a few days following Ponti's 
Mexican divorce. The divorce decree is not 
recognized in Italy, and an application by 
Ponti’s first wife, mother of his two children, 
for annulment of their marriage has been 
turned down by the court. 

Thus, Sophia Loren, the one-time street 
waif from Naples, has everything—“every- 
thing I ever wanted” —except recognition as 


_a legally married woman of Italy. 


The fact that she is not box-office does 
not faze her.
